rises major issue 
in package talks

Substantial progress was made 
during yesterday’s negotiations for a 
new set of administrative economic 
controls, participants in the package 
deal talks said. 

Although marathon deliberations 
by top economic decision-makers 
were still underway at midnight at 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres's 
office, it was clear that the new 
package deal would not feature an 
across-the-board price freeze as did 
the first. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
last night was still seeking a large and 
more immediate cut in price sup- 
ports for basic commodities and 
echoed dire warnings made at a 
secret Treasury budget department 

Tea, beer, smokes— up 

Prices of beer, cigarettes and tea 
go up 10 per cent today. The package 
deal monitoring committee 
approved the price rise after the 
producers made a written commit- 
ment to provide a steady supply of 
the products. 


meeting on Monday night on deplet- 
ing foreign reserves. 

According to budget department 
experts, if there are no immediate 
cuts in the budget, and especially its 
subsidies portion, the country will 
likely run out of the foreign currency 
necessary to buy fuel by early spring. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar did not react to reports 
that an immediate 25 per cent cut in 
the subsidy budger was to be part of 
the new package deal. Political 
sources involved in the ongoing talks 
said Kessar’s appararent acquiesc- 
ence to the cut was in large part 
Peres's doing. But they emphasized 
that nothing is final on the issue. 

What was becoming apparent, 
however, was that compromise was 
possible on a combination of tax cuts 
and cash payments to help compen- 
sate workers for the expected sub- 
stantial increase in the cost of those 
basic commodities and services now 
subsidized. 

What did seem to be in the offing 
was a decision to treat interest rates 
and export incentives in a way 
favourable to the manufacturers.

At the Kennedy Centre, the two 
envoys were seen by scores of other 
diplomats and guests in animated 
conversation for about 15 minutes. 

Rosenne later described the chat 
as “friendly and nice.”

Strike paralyzes Sidon 
in wake of car-bomb 


SIDON. - A general strike yester- 
day paralysed both Sidon and West 
Beirut and angry residents here 
burned tires in protest against a 
Monday car-bomb attack that may 
have blinded a Sunni Moslem politi- 
cian in this Israeli-occupied port. 

Israel's Foreign Ministry yester- 
day denied that Israel was responsi- 
ble for the car-bombing that critical- 
ly wounded Mustafa Saad. 

The ministry's terse statement ac- 
cused Lebanese Prime Minister 


Rashid Karameh of trying to stir up 
trouble when he blamed Israel for 
the attack on the prominent anti- 
Israeli leader. Saad was flown to 
Bichat Hospital in Paris for treat- 
ment. Beirut radio said he was “out 
of immediate danger" but that he 
may be permanently blind. 

His wife, Loupove, who also suf- 
fered injuries in the blast, was flown 
with him for treatment, while his 
three wounded children - Natasha.

The attempted assassination of 
Sunni Nasserite leader Mustafa Saad 
in Sidon on Monday is the first shot 
in the battle for control of the areas 
the Israel Defence Forces will with- 
draw from by February 18. And, as 
the withdrawal date grows closer, 
that battle can be expected to inten- 
sify. 

Saad, fighting for his life in a 
hospital in Paris, could have been 
the target of any one of the factions 
involved in Lebanon's internecine 
war. He could even have been the 
victim of his own men, the leader 
having been criticized more than 
once for being too conciliatory to- 
ward the Shi'ite Amal militias in the 
city.

Lebanese now open 
to Unifil role in Sidon

NAKOURA. - The Lebanese de- 
legation to yesterday's Nakoura 
talks left the door open to Unifil 
deployment in the Sidon area follow- 
ing the planned Israeli withdrawal. 
The delegation agreed to another 
meeting tomorrow and is now await- 
ing new instructions from its govern- 
ment in Beinit. which is to debate 
the issue today with a view to an 
“orderly handover" of the area by 
the Israel Defence Forces. 

The Lebanese had begun yester- 


day's talks with a prepared state- 
ment stating that their country re- 
fused to back down on its demand 
for a detailed timetable for Israel's 
troop withdrawal from South Leba- 
non. 

“The Israeli team has failed to 
come up with a detailed timetable 
and geographical map for a compre- 
hensive withdrawal." said the state- 
ment read by the delegation chief 
Gen. Mohammed Haj. 

The Israeli delegation appeared 
satisfied by the more realistic atti- 
tude taken by the Lebanese during 


the day. “At least some of them 
realize that there is no time left to 
return to the positions they held 
prior to the Israel cabinet's January- 
14 withdrawal decision." said Tat- 
Aluf Amos Gilboa, chief of Israel's 
delegation to the talks. 

"The real problem is the coordina- 
tion of the handing over of the area 
to rhem and Lhifil. It must be clear 
that they will take full responsibility 
for whatever happens after our eva- 
cuation."Gilboa said.

Equipment, not troops, out of Sidon

No Israeli forces have moved out 
of Sidon and the surrounding area 
and none will be evacuated until 
February 18. senior military sources 
Teport. 

“We are moving equipment but 
no men and nothing that we need to 
maintain a high operational capabil- 
ity.” The Jerusalem Post was told last 
night. 

The sources said that reports to 
the contrary were probably being 
circulated by parties interested in 
generating panic in the Sidon area, 
so as to make the last days of Israeli 
occupation as difficult as possible. 
The Post was told that the pull- 
back of non-essential equipment was 
proceeding on schedule, and that 
there was a strong possibility that the 


main pan of this withdrawal will be 
completed ahead of schedule. 

Yesterday Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin and Chief of General 
Staff Rav-AIuf Moshe Levy visited 
the areas to be vacated. They also 
toured some of the areas along the 
new line to which the IDF will with- 
draw. 

Menahem Horowitz adds: 

Many of the IDFs pre-fabrica red 
huts have been dismantled, and sol- 
diers in South Lebanon are now 
living in tents. To ensure the safety 
of the forces which will cany out the 
withdrawal, Israel is closing roads 
used by IDF trucks removing army 
equipment and limiting traffic 
around these roads. 

Meanwhile, South Lebanese 
Christians serving in the South 


Lebanese Army have been leaving 
areas planned' for evacuation by 
Israel in the first phase of its with- 
drawal from Lebanon, and are tem- 
porarily settling in Jezzine. They 
intend to follow the IDF south as it 
withdraws, and will probably move 
to Marjayoun when Israel leaves 
Jezzine. 

Military sources say Israel hopes 
the SLA will continue to function 
even when the IDF is back at the 
international border. 

The IDF hopes the active trade 
between South Lebanon and Israel 
will continue but expects its volume 
to decrease after the withdrawal. 

Israeli officers recently met with 
South Lebanese dignitaries and 
warned them against allowing ele- 
ments hostile to Israel to gain power 
in their villages. 


Peres scorns critics of IDF pullback

The withdrawal from Lebanon in 
stages affords the Israel Defence 
Forces “more tranquillity, a better 
opportunity to organize and superior 
conditions’ for training," Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres told the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee yesterday. 

He rejected as “baseless... fragile 
as soap bubbles” certain assump- 
tions voiced recently by opponents 
of the phased withdrawal. One of 
these was that it was possible to 
reach a peace agreement with the 


Lebanese, the premier said. 

On the security of the Galilee, 
Peres reiterated that Israel reserves 
the right to respond to any attack 
upon it, to continue overflights over 
Lebanon and to the stationing of 
Gen. Antoine Lahad's South Leba- 
non Army forces in zones deemed to 
be vital for Israel security. 

As for the stationing of Unifil 
troops in areas vacated by the IDF, 
Peres believes the decision on such a 
move "lies solely with the Syrians." 

• He also commented on a state- 
ment by a committee member that 
Israel is “running away" from Leba- 


non. Peres said just the opposite is 
true, that the unilateral decision to 
withdraw has returned the initiative . 
to the hands of Israel “and as a 
result, both the Syrians and the 
Lebanese were caught by surprise." 

Echoing thoughts voiced before 
the committee on Sunday by De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, Peres 
said that whereas three years ago the 
Christian elements held the “hege- 
mony" in Lebanon, the reality today 
is that the Shi'ites dominate there 
“and they appear to be an element 
with which we are unable to foster 
relations."

Mekorot man charges: 


Weatherman can’t forecast for a day, much less a season’

“The Meteorological Service is 
trying to give a prediction for the 
entire winter when it can’t tell you 
what tomorrow's weather will be." 
Mekorot spokesman Mordechai 
Y'acobovitch said yesterday. 

He was commenting on the weath- 
er serv ice’s long-range forecast of a 


fairly wet winter, though with slight- 
ly less rainfall than normal. 

The national water company 
spokesman said rainfall in many 
parts of the country this winter is still 
far below average. He added that the 
country’s reservoirs are still empty. 

He noted that the Meteorological 
Service had made two incorrect fore- 


casts in the last week. On Thursday 
the service forecast sand storms for 
the South only, but in fact sand- 
storms occurred in most of the coun- 
try Friday morning. On Sunday the 
duty weatherman said there would 
be no rain the next day, but there 
were showers Monday morning. 

The head of the meteorological 
centre at Beit Dagan, Julius Kessler. 


reponded that Yaoobovitch should 
“deal with distributing water and not 
with the atmosphere." 

Kessler said that while rainfall has 
been light so far this winrer, past 
winters have sometimes been wetter 
at the end than at the beginning, and 
he hopes that by the end of the 
season the long-range forecast will 
be proven correct. 


Six men arrested in the ‘case of the fake medicines’

Drugs with antibiotics and cough 
mixtures of the type made by leading 
Israeli drug companies have been 
faked and sold in East Jerusalem, 
the West Bank and other parts of 
IsraeLThese medicines are intended 
for children. . 

The Health Ministry said yester- 
day that the fake drugs are not 
dangerous and that there is no cause 
for concern. One pharmacologist de- 
scribed them as “not dangerous, just 
useless... almosr entirely sugar, wa- 



ter and food colouring. ” 

The amount of active material in 
the preparations is said to be too low 
to cause any harm. 

Six men are being detained. 
Three of them are members of an 
East Jerusalem family, the fourth is a 
pharmacology student in the Heb- 
rew University’s Pharmacy School. 

Judge Miriam Nacrr in the Jeru- 
salem Magistrate's Court yesterday, 
in answer to a request by the Health 
Ministry’s Jerusalem district phar- 
macologist, permitted publication of 
the details of the case which has been 


under investigation for two weeks. 

The matter has been kept under 
wraps by a court order issued at the 
request of the drug companies whose 
products were faked. 

The police are also investigating a 
Tel Aviv-based drug distribution 
firm. 

According to the ministry, a group 
of young men from East Jerusalem 
and the West Bank have been pro- 
ducing the fakes, including dupli- 
cates of preparations in popular use, 
all in pediatric syrup and suspension 
form. 


The medicaments confiscated in- 
cluded Reserprine, Nussidex, Aca- 
mol and Penebrin. 

The matter, it is said, came to light 
when the Tel Aviv district pharma- 
cologist Dalia Cohen noted that 
some bottles of antibiotic syrup that 
were brought in for routine tests 
contained far too little antibiotic to 
conform with the prescription. 
Although the bottles an d packages 
(as well as the explanatory leaflets) 
looked like the originals, there was a

Hospitals told to rotate 
emergency services

Health Ministry Director-General 
Dan Michaeli yesterday evening re- 
commended that from February 1 all 
hospitals go on a rotation system for 
emergency ward services on a re- 
gional basis. 

This recommendation means that 
half the country’s emergency wards 
will be closed. 

Michaeli has also recommended 
that all out-patient departments in 
general hospitals be closed and no 
elective diagnostic tests or surgeries 
be performed. 

The Health Ministry yesterday 
notified all private and public hospit- 
als providing care for geriatric and 
chronic disease patients that no 
funds can be expected in the near 
future. 

A gap of “quite a few billion 
shekels" separates Treasury and 
Health Ministry estimates of how 
much money the ministry should get 
during the next fiscal year. 


Ministry sources say Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i has asked 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur to 
cut his budget request by $75 mil- 
lion. but that he has agreed to cut 
only S35m. Gur maintains that cuts 
demanded by the Treasury will 
seriously threaten the health services 
and possibly endanger the lives of 
patients. 

Speaking at Haim Sheba Hospital 
in Tel Hashomer yesterday, Gur said 
he has turned down the requests of 
three hospitals - Sheba and Wolf son 
in Tel Aviv and Assaf Harofeh in 
Tzrifin, to be allowed to accept only 
emergency cases. 

If such a move becomes necessary, 
Gur said he would ask hospitals to do 
so because the finandal problem 
affects them ah. 

Only Haifa's Rothschild Hospital 
has been allowed* to curtail its ser- 
vices. But Health Ministry officials 
say the hospital has been allowed to 
do so because it has other problems - 
such as construction difficulties - 
besides the financial one. 


Hospital budget crisis 
“hits ‘preemies’ hardest”

Premature babies will be the first 
to pay with their lives during the 
current hospital crisis, MK Eliezer 
Shostak believes. 

Shoshak, a former minister of 
health, told the Knesset Labour and 
Social Affairs Committee yesterday: 
“I shudder when I think about possi- 
ble trends in the mortality rate of 
prematurely born Infants as a result 
of the budget cuts at tbe country's 
hospitals. 

“When ordering a hospital admi- 
nistrator to trim costs in Ids materni- 
ty department, a clear distinction 
must be made between the lying-in 
of the mothers and the hospitaliza- 
tion of the incubator babies," he 
said. 

The committee was discussing a 
motion for the agenda by Matti 
Peled (PLP) on “The life expectancy 
of premature babies in Tel Aviv’s 
Hakirya Hospital arid elsewhere." 

Hakirya's Prof. Menahem David 
told die committee that out of the 
6 .500 live births at the hospital last 
year, 480 were “preemies." In addi- 
tion, there are now 485 newborn 
infants under intensive care. “We 


have drawn three conclusions from 
tbe recent outbreak of infection at 
our premature babies ward," he 
added. “We must solve the problems 
of overcrowding, manpower and re- 
placement of old equipment." 

According to Health Ministry 
Director-General Dan Michaeli. 
hospitalizing a “preemie” costs -be- 
tween $350 and $400, and the occu- 
pancy rate in their special wards 
already exceeds the 100 per cent 
mark. Ministry statistics indicate 
that one out of every 10 babies bom 
in Israel falls into this category. 

Speaking for Hadassah Hospital 
on Mount Scopus in Jeruslem, Prof. 
Simon Gottfried said: “Approx- 
imately $900,000 a year - which is 
about 10 per cent of our overall 
budget - is spent on treatment of 
premature babies. We manage to 
achieve a 76 per cent survival rate 
among these infants, and our 
observations indicate that the smal- 
ler a ’preemie 1 ward is, the lower is 
its efficiency. The National Insur- 
ance Institute's contribution toward 
maternity care is eaten up entirely by 
hospitalization costs of tbe mothers, 
leaving nothing towards covering the 
costs of caring for premature 
babies.” 


Police violence ‘exaggerated’

Complaints about the alleged use 
of excessive force by police is “out of 
all proportion” and could lead to 
demoralization in the ranks. Gad * 
Aviner, director-general of the 
Police Ministry warned in the Knes- 
set Interior and Ecology Committee 
yesterday. 

He said: “Use of force by police- 
men exists, and we do not deny this. 
We do all in our power to eliminate 
it. Yet, the public outcry against it is 
out of all proportion and could 
weaken the functioning of our 
policemen. We find that officers and 
patrolmen too often avoid contact 
with citizens out of fear of being the 
subject of a complaint." 

According to Aviner, of the 
approximately 3,000 complaints 
against police registered each year, 
half refer to excessive use of force 
and most of these are found to be 


baseless. 

Tat-Nitzav Uri Shilo, Israel Police 
comptroller and commissioner of 
complaints, told the committee that 
35 officers are assigned to processing 
complaints from the public - at all 
levels of command, from national 
headquarters staff to the policeman 
on the beat in local station houses. 
“All complaints are referred to the 
prosecutor's office after investiga- 
tion and they decide on which legal 
action to take," he explained. 

But MK Ovadia Eli (Likud) noted 
that “there has been a significant 
increase in the number of justified 
complaints” against the police. He 
cited figures that show 1,364 com- 
plaints about duress submitted dur- 
ing the first 10 months of 1984, out of 
which 236 were ruled as justified. 
This was in contrast to the 951 com- 
plaints rendered in the same period 
of 1983, of which 145 were found to 
be legitimate. 


Israel, PLO in same hall 
in Cairo’s annual book fair 


CAIRO (AP). - Prime Minister 
Kama! Hassan Ali yesterday inaugu- 
rated Egypt's 17th International 
Book Fair in which both Israel and 
the PLO are participating. 

Israel's participation this year, fol- 
lowing an absence of two years, 
triggered a boycott by 15 to 20 Egyp- 
tian and Arab publishers and led to 
the organization of a rival, but much 
smaller, fair by the Egyptian lawyers 
and journalists unions. 

Israel’s presence in this year's fair 
is another sign of slowly improving 
relations between it and Egypt, fol- 
lowing agreement between the two 
countries to open talks on the Taba 


border dispute Sunday. 

The Palestinian and Israeli pavi- 
lions are in the same main hall, but 
on different floors. When Ali en- 
tered the Palestinian pavilion, a 
Palestinian woman worker put a 
scarf in green, red, white and black - 
the colours of the PLO flag - around 
his neck. It was removed by an aide 
as Ali left. 

The PLO, represented by its re- 
search centre and six Palestinian 
publishers, has always been repre- 
sented at the annual book fair which 
this year includes 1,200 publishers 
from 50 countries.

WASHINGTON. -U.S. and Israeli 
negotiators are said to have virtually 
wrapped up all the loose ends of 
their free trade area agreement. 

During intensive discussions in 
Washington these past two weeks, 
the two sides have reportedly com- 
promised on all the major issues 
standing in the way of an agreement. 

American and Israeli officials said 
Israel agreed to compromise on re- 
moving its governmental subsidies to 


export industries, while the U.S. is 
now prepared to ease its protection 
of the American textile industry. 

The Reagan administration will 
-still have to submit the agreement to 
both the Senate and the House of 
Representatives for final ratifica- 
tion. But under procedures adopted 
late last year, the agreement will be 
on a legislative “fast track." with 
only an up-and-down roll call 
allowed on the submitted package. 

Congress, which will not be able to 
reopen sensitive aspects of the 
agreement for additional revision, is 


widely expected to go along with the 
administration's final version. 

Tbe free trade area will remove all 
trade obstacles between Israel and 
the U.S., including tariffs and quotas 
over the next several years. It repre- 
sents the most far-reaching trade 
liberalization agreement in U.S. his- 
tory. Israeli officials axe hoping it 
will increase Israeli exports to the 
U.S. 

The agreement was supposed to 
have been completed last Novem- 
ber, but snags over several issues 
forced a delay. 


Guard agency 
accused 
of negligence 

The owners of the security agency 
that hired the man currently on trial 
for last October's Cremisan winery 
murders face charges of criminal 
negligence, it was reported yester- 
day. 

Moshe and Ezra Ribni have been 
accused of entrusting one of their 
employees to recruit Rabu Isa Nimr 
for guard duty at tbe Jerusalem 
Technology Institute, according to 
the charge sheet submitted in the 
Jerusalem Magistrate’s Court. 

Rabu Issa Nimr, who allegedly 
used a rifle left by a negligent soldier 
at the institute to kill two student 
hikers, was discovered to have a 
criminal record and to lack the prop- 
er authorization for such employ- 
ment. 

Jerusalem police are said to be 
preparing charge sheets against 
other security agencies for reported- 
ly hiring manpower illegally, fltim) 


‘Dirty pool’ charge in Knesset

The election yesterday of the two 
Knesset representatives on the 
Judges Nominating Committee led 
factions of the right and left to 
charge the Alignment with playing 
dirty pool. 

Ninety Knesset members cast sec- 
ret ballots, and elected David Libai 
(Alignment), with 74 votes and Dov 
Shilansky (Likud-Herut), with 59. 

Defeated were Shulamit Aloni 
(CRM), with 32 votes, and Mor- 
dechai Virshubski (Shinui), with 
five. 

- Likud faction chairman Haim 
Kaufman later charged the Align- 
ment with failure to honour its word 
and with lack of coalition discipline. 

He said that although the coalition 
executive had decided to support 
Libai and Shilansky, the results show 
that a number of Alignment mem- 
bers (maybe 15) defected in favour 
of Aloni. 

But the CRM and Mapam issued a 
joint communique complaining that 
the coalition executive decision went 


counter to “the undertaking given by 
the prime minister" that Labour 
would permit its members to vote as 
they pleased. 

The two left factions praised 
“those members of the Alignment 
and the Likud who rose above fac- 
tion discipline” and voted for Aloni. 

The nine-man Judges Committee 
consists of three members of the 
Supreme Court, and two representa- 
tives each of the government, the 
Knesset, and the Bar Association. 

In the Knesset plenum Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres yesterday 
commented on the alleged statement 
Monday by former chief ofgsnerd 
staff Raphael Eitan in the Foreign 
Affairs Committee that he had never 
received an order to stop 40 
kilometres into Lebanon after the 
1982 invasion. 

In response to a parliamentary 
question by Elazar Granot 
(Mapam), Peres said, “It is not my 
function to confirm, it is not my 
function to deny. I am notahistorian 
of cabinet meetings.”

(Co nti nued from Page One) 
in the Knesset. Shapira commands 
little respect in his present job. His 
colleagues in the committee make 
fun of him behind his back and 
obstruct him in public. 

The great expectations surround- 
ing Shapira’s assumption of the Fi- 
nance Committee chairmanship 
were dashed, once it was seen that 
the Aguda figure who was sent to the 
Knesset by one of the major Hassidic 
streams, the Gur Hassidim, was 
floundering out of his depth. 

He made a mint of money in his 
own carpet manufacturing and ex- 
port business without understanding 
rules and procedures, his colleagues 
now realize, and without knowing 
how to run a board meeting. 

True, in the previous Knesset, he 
did well as chairman of the coalition 
executive. But that was a matter of 
knowing when to coax politicians, 
pour oil on troubled waters, and 
appeal to common sense and fair- 
ness. 

So Shapira got himself a gavel and 
started banging away to keep order 
and to make committee business 
flow faster. It availed him little. 

Apart from his organizational and 
personal shortcomings, in his new 
job. all MKs agree” Shapira has 
bitten off much more than he can 
chew. 

He has a full-time job managing 
his firm. Carmel Carpets. He chairs 
the advisory board of the Bank of 
Israel, a function which, according 
to Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zam i r , has brought him into conflict 
of interest. And he chairs the Knes- 
set's busiest, most important and 
most powerful committee, without 
which no government can function. 

Membership on tbe Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee is not a sinecure : it 
is a chore. And that goes all the 
more, for the chairmanship. The 
committee usually meets five days a 
week for several hours, and some- 
times six days a week. 

To get Treasury legislation 
through the committee stage, the 
chairman must persevere, proceed 
consistently and know when to put 
his foot down hard. But he must also 
be able to concentrate on the job. 

But. as his colleagues point out, 
Shapira often turns up late for meet- 
ings. and is frequently called away in 
the middle when some Orthodox 
institution seeks him on the phone. 

He hurriedly hands the choir over, 
in a fluster, to one of his colleagues, 
always a different one. because he 
has so far refused to choose a perma- 
nent deputy. Last week four com- 


mittee men took the chair during one 
single meeting. 

Nobody could give worse service 
to a coalition of national unity, 
whose sole raison d'etre is the econo- 
mic crisis, than a man like Avrahara 
Shapira. 

The Treasury legislation under- 
pinning the package deal has not 
only been interminably delayed in 
the Finance Committee. It has been 
distorted in some cases to achieve 
the opposite effect from what the 
national unity government intended. 
Although the second package deal is 
already on its doorstep, the Finance 
Committee has nor yet completed 
the legislation concerning the first 
package deal. 

Even though ail these items had 
been hammered out beforehand at 
the highest level, under the aegis of 
none other than Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres, among the three key 
factors in the economy - the Treas- 
ury. the Histadrut and the Manufac- 
turers Association - the Finance 
Committee put them back in square 
one. and began jiggling with them as 
though no urgency was involved. 

Sadly enough, say veteran MKs, 
the coalition members of the Fi- 
nance Committee are the coalition's 
worst enemies. 

Twenty-one of the 24 members of 
the committee belong to the coali- 
tion, but this fact makes it harder for 
the Treasury' rather than easier. Far 
too many coalition members take 
the coalition majority for granted. 
They rely on the others to vote for 
government policy and permit them- 
selves the luxury of dissent to ensure 
their popularity in their own parties. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i. 
the Liberal Party leader, has three 
Liberal members on the Finance 
Committee to sabotage his policies: 
Yitzhak Seyger, Dan Tichon and 
Ariel Weinstein. Tbe two important 
Herut members. Yoram Aridor and 
Gideon Gadot. do ' Moda’i more 
harm than good. The only Likud 
man who wants to help, Yigal 
Cohen, is ineffective because he be- 
longs to La'am. the smallest splinter 
in the Likud bloc. 

It is probably not just a lack of 
sympathy for Moda'i personally 
which makes Seyger. Tichon, Wein- 
stein. Aridor and Gadot drag their 
feet at every opportunity. They see 
him as pursuing a pro-Labour econo- 
mic policy which militates against 
Likud interests. But if Moda’i is too 
egalitarian for his Likud colleagues, 
he is not egalitarian enough for 
Labour's Haim Ramon who behaves 
for all the world like the leader of the 


opposition in the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

Poor morale makes for poor team- 
work on the committee just as it does 
on any other team. Shapira’s con- 
stant trips abroad on business annoy 
his colleagues because it makes them 
feel that his chairmanship is not 
much more than moonlighting for 
him . 

He would sometimes stay away 
from committee sessions on Thurs- 
days, seeking a stopgap chairman, so 
that he could take his plane to 
Europe on Wednesday afternoons. 
Lately, he has started flying Thurs- 
days after a brief committee session 
in the morning. 

But when he recently flew to 
Europe three weeks in succession, 
absenting himself on Thursdays, his 
colleagues decided they had to make 
it obvious that they were on the point . 
of revolt. 

Tbe only man who can get Shapira 
out of his job is' Shapira himself, 
however. Peres has the legal right to 
. get rid of a cabinet minister, but not 
a Knesset committee chairman. 

But for Peres to voice his lack, of 
confidence in Shapira is tantamount 
to telling tbe Aguda to quit tbe 
coalition. 

At the same time, for Peres to 
leave Shapira in bis chairmanship is 
to drive one more uafi into this 
country's economic coffin, any 
Knesset member will tell you. - ■

He revealed that American en- 
trepreneurs are prepared to invest in~- 
foture naval projects with the De- 
fence Ministry. 

He also charged that the Defence 
Ministry is using the problems of the 
shipyards as a ploy to try and 
squeeze more money out of tbe 
Treasury. • 

Turning to the Zim shipping firm. 
Corfu said it can institute a recovery 
unassisted by implementing a 
stre amlinin g programme, reducing 
some shipping lines and cutting staff . 


Court ends hearing: on - 
‘terror gang* statements 

The Jerusalem District Court 
yesterday completed hearing evi- 
dence on the acceptability of state- 
ments made to the police by some of 
the accused in the Jewish terror trial. 

The defence and the prosecution 
are expected to begin their summa- 
tions early next month. 

The trial started in September; 
1984, and on its fifth day. 16 of the ■ 
accused told tbe court that their 


statements had been extracted from 
them by denying them sufficient ■£.. 
sleep, by subjecting them to espe- 
cially difficult conditions of impris- 
onment. and by various promises 
given them by representatives of the 
General Security Services. (Trim) 


Jericho excavations 
opened to public 

TEL AVTV (Itim). - The archeolo- 
gical remains of Jericho, thought to. 
be the oldest dty in the world, were 
opened to the, public yesterday by 
the National Parks Authority. 

Jericho Mayor Jamil Khallaf in- 
vited Israelis to visit his city, which. 
he called “the quietest place in the 
West Bank.” ; - 

The digs at Jericho were carried 
out mainly by. British archeologist: 
Kathleen Kenyon during the 1950s.- 
The excavations revealed 23 cities 
-that had been built and destroyed 
beginning 10,000 years ago. 

The antbority has put up signs to' 
guide visitors, laid approach paths 
and built restrooms and a parking 
lot. 

Parks authority architect Ma£ 
Tenai told rqx>rters yesterday: “Up 
to now nothing has been found to 
verify sdentifically the biblical stoi$ 
(about Joshua’s conquest) and no 
remains of a dty has been found 
from Joshua's time. But it’s enough 
to stand on the te] and see Jerich^ ' 
bursting with green on the edge of 
the desert to understand what Moses 
saw when he looked at the Land 
from Mt. Nebo and to make sense of 
that biblical story. ” 


Droppiiig tot cigarette 
could cost ES2£00

Dropping a cigarette butt in a 
public place could cost you TS2.500, 
according to one of several ordi- 
nances signed this week by Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim. The new 
fine for Uttering a small amount will 
take effect February 1. 

Littering from a car will bring a /• 
IS5,000«fine under the new ordi- 
nances. Someone who dumps trash 
from a business, factory or building 
site will be subject to a 1520,000 fine 
for each offence. 

Someone caught littering will be 
able to choose to pay the fine rather 
than go to trial, in the same way .as 
traffic offenders. But the prosecu- 
tion will have the authority to take 
the case to court, in which case the 
fine could be IS400.000.

The -Absorption Ministry and the 
s Jewish Agency’s aliya department 
are back to square one regarding 
who deals with Ethiopian Jews. De- 
spite a previous agreement that the 
Agency take care of them during the 
first year here and the ministry take 
over after that, the aliya depart- 
ment's chairman, Haim Aharon, 
yesterday demanded continued in- 
volvement from the be ginnin g. 

The clash between Aharon and 
Minister Ya'acov Tsur took place at 
a meeting of the Knesset Aliya and 
Absorption Committee, chaired by 
^Miriam Glazer-Ta^asa. The commit- 


tee was discussing the absorption of 
the Ethiopian Jews. 

When Aharon, a Herat activist, 
said that the Agency must share 
responsibility for the permanent 
absorption of the immigrants, Tsur 
vigorously declared that the govern- 
ment, through the Absorption 
Ministry, must be responsible. Tsur, 
of the Labour Party, said that Agen- 
cy Executive chairman Arye Dulzin 
agreed that the government was in 
charge of permanent absorption, 
and that the dispute was due to 
personal objections by Aharon. 

The two also disagreed on the 
matter of housing. Aharon said that 
the newcomers could be housed tem- 


porarily in absorption centres far 
away from their permanent area of 
settlement, but Tsui said the loca- 
tion of the absorption centre would 
determine where they would live 
after that, 

When Tsur returned to his minis- 
try, he received a letter from Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres, stating that 
his ministry was charged with long- 
term care of the Ethiopian Jews, and 
asking him to prepare a comprehen- 
sive plan for them that he should 
present to the cabinet for approval. 

Tension between Tsur and Ahar- 
on echoes past conflict between the 
ministry and the Agency department 
when they were headed by then- 


minister Aharon Uzan and bis 
director-general Eli Artzi (Tamij 
and by the late Raphael Kotlowitz 
(Herat). Hopes that the new officials 
would, bury the hatchet have been 
clouded as a result of disagreements 
regarding absorption of the Ethio- 
pian Jews. 

Meanwhile, in a meeting between 
Tsur and Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi 
Avrahara Shapira yesterday, it was 
agreed to promote and strengthen 
spiritual leadership among the 
Ethiopian Jews. The ministry Ls pre- 
paring seminars to promote and pre- 
pare leaders within the community 
and to bring about their recognition 
by the religious establishment. 


Defence and Treasury differ over $500m.

TEL AVIV. - The Defence Ministry 
wants from $300 million-S500 mil- 
lion more for its next budget than the 
Treasury is prepared to give it. 

Senior defence sources indicated 
yesterday that they expect the Treas- 
ury to accede to some of their de- 
mands. 

As seen from the Defence Minis- 
-» try, the starting point for determin- 
ing its budget should be an agree- 
ment reached by the ministers of 
finance and defence in 1981. That 
agreement envisaged an annual ex- 
penditure of some $3.2b. from 1982 
to 19S6. 

Nevertheless, the Defence Minis- 


try is ready to take cuts and wants 
$2.7 billion (not including reim- 
bursement for added expenditure in 
Lebanon and income from U.S. 
aid). The Treasury, however, has 
offered some 52.2b. 

Part of the argument is over cover- 
ing the costs of the IDFs stay in 
Lebanon. The Defence Ministry 
acknowledges it should not be reim- 
bursed for outlays it would have had 
anyway - such as paying for main- 
taining the standing army. But when 
more reservists are called up, that 
expense should be reimbursed, it 
says. 

Nor is the Treasury letting.. the 
Defence Ministry use the income 
from the sale of surplus equipment. 

Another point at issue is the 


army's telephone bill. In the past, 
the army paid the Communications 
Ministry S8m.. but the new Bezek 
company has demanded $45 m. for 
the coming year. The defence 
sources said the Treasury would take 
30 to 50 per cent of that sum from 
Bezek. 

Turing to the size of this year's 
allocation, the defence sources agree 
they must trim them by 5300m. but 
differ with the Treasury about the 
base line. 

The difference between the two 
ministries stems from a disagree- 
ment about how much the budget - 
when stated in shekels - is worth in 
dollars. 

The defence sources are bitter 
about the Treasury’s refusal to 


change dollars for shekels that the 
defence establishment has received 
for exports, or as advances for ex- 
ports. 

The sources say this refusal has 
left them short IS60b. to IS70b. and 
they stopped paying suppliers. 

If soldiers don't get fresh food 
because suppliers stop sales, the 
army will have to live off combat 
rations, the sources add. 

Nor is it clear how the withdrawal 
from Lebanon will be financed. The 
sources say the withdrawal will save 
$240m.-S250m. a year, but during 
the next year or so. the IDF will still 
have to cover the cost of repairs and 
of some increased activity along the 
border. 


Chief rabbis silence halts 
conversions on kibbutzim

TEL AVTV. - Representatives of 
the religious kibbutzim and the Un- 
ited Kibbutz Movement are charging 
the chief rabbinate with "unilateral- 
ly" slopping the opening of new 
courses for religious converts run by 
■•the kibbutzim, and of holding up the 
final conversions of graduates of 
kibbutz programmes. 

Thirty-five graduates have been 
waiting for over six-months for their 
final conversion papers. 

- The kibbutz movements say their 
efforts to find out why have been 
unsuccessful and that the chief rab- 
binate has failed to answer queries. - 
“The rabbinate is unilaterally 
breaking an agreement about con- 
versions on kibbutz uipanim - and 


this could lead to their closure," a 
spokesman for the United Kibbutz 
Movement said yesterday. 

Some 900 converts have passed 
through the uipanim on religious 
kibbutzim in the past 10 years. The 
uipanim function under an agree- 
ment between the kibbutz move- 
ments and then chief rabbi Shlomo 
Goren, in which the home kibbutzim 
of those attending the uipanim 
agreed to build kosher kitchens and 
provide: other services needed by 
observant Jews. 

A course scheduled to begin on 
Kibbutz Shluhot next week, with 20 
students, has not yet received the 
rabbinate’s go-ahead. Another 
course, due to begin on Kibbutz Sde 
EHahu on February 28, is also in 
doubt due to the lack of rabbinical 
approval. 


NRP-Morasha unity scheme 
fails to draw support

Trial balloons floated yesterday 
within the National Religious Party 
and Morasha urging the alignment of 
the two parties were apparently shot 
down by some of their senior mem- 
bers. 

The unification proposals were 
aired by NRP leader and Religious 
Affairs Minister Yosef Burg and by 
Moras b a 's Minister Without Port- 
folio Yosef Shapira. Both based 
their suggestions on the increased 
purliLiinentary influence Zionist reli- 
gious Jewry could accrue through 
A'ich a union. 

But some sources inside Morasha 
claim this is also a last-ditch effort by 
Shapira to keep his party from bolt- 
ing the coalition. 

Burg's scheme broadly outlined at 


the NRP Knesset session, was 
greeted by a noticeable lack of en * 
thusiasm and by outright opposition 
from party strongman Raphael Ben- 
Natan. 

Shapira, an NRP defector and 
leader of Morasha’s Matzad fac- 
tion. now faces the prospect that his 
party’ colleagues heading the Po’alei 
Agudat Yisraei faction will soon quit 
the coalition because of the failure 
last week of die Who’s a Jew amend- 
ment in the Knesset. Morasha MK 
Haim Druckman, has also 
announced his determination to 
leave the coalition and official notice 
of this is expected later today. 

If Morasha departs from the coali- 
tion , Shapira will likely be forced out 
of the cabinet because he is not a 
Knesset member. 


Navon raps politicization 
in choosing TV director

Shiloa, a former senior staffer at 
Israel Television, is known to be 
Labour's candidate for the post, 
while IB A employee Yossi Tzemach 
is reportedly the Likud s choice. 
'Porat favours IB A staffer Haim 
-Yavin. 

: Three outsiders also applied - 


Peter Freistadt, Hanani Rapoport 
and police officer Yair Most. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
on Sunday ruled Shilon ineligible 
because he does not have a universi- 
ty degree. The tender for the job 
required any candidate not currently 
an IB A worker to have a degree. 

Porat has reportedly been on bad 
terms with the management commit- 
tee since he was appointed last 
April. 

Meanwhile, Navon yesterday met 
Communications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein to discuss the pros and 
cons of a second television channel. 
Both mini sters are in favour of a 
second channel, but Navon is more 
cautious than Rubinstein about its 
timing.

Bezek may cut Defence Ministry phones

The Bezek telecommunications 
corporation will start disconnecting 
non-essential Defence Ministry tele- 
phones this week because the minis- 
try is not paying its bills. Com- 
munications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein said yesterday. 

Rubinstein told the Jerusalem 
Economic Club that Bezek director- 
general Zvi Amid, a former IDF 
chief communications officer, has 
drawn up a list of non-essential lines 
which can be disconnected. 

Bezek has threatened several 
times to disconnect telephones in the 
defence establishment because of 


what Rubinstein described as a debt 
of “tens of milli ons of dollars.” 
Rubinstein indicated that there is no 
easy solution to the problem “since 
the Defence Ministry has no money 
or even a budget" to pay its phone 
bills.

Herzog suggests memorial ceremonies reform

President Chaim Herzog has 
asked the government to institute a 
unified srate memorial ceremony for 
deceased presidents and another 
ceremony for deceased prime minis- 
ters, because attendance at many of 
•the state memorial ceremonies is 
pitifully small. The proposal will be 
studied by the Ministerial Commit- 
tee on Ceremonies and Symbols, 
chaired by Education Minister Yit- 
zhak Navon. 

The families of late leaders wili 
continue to hold private memorial 
services on the anniversary of their 
deaths, according to the proposal. 
But the state ceremonies will be held 
only once a year for late presidents 


and once a year for deceased pre- 
miers. 

Herzog suggests that the site of the 
presidents service be the grave of 
Chaim Weizmann at Rehovot and of 
the premier service at David Ben- 
Gurion’s grave at Sde Boker. 

The Government Information 
Centre, which organizes the state 
ceremonies, declined to comment on 
the proposal. 

The president also asked the gov- 
ernment to set criteria for the hold- 
ing of Israel Defence Forces memo- 
rid services for individual military 
corps and units. 

At present, some units have such 
ceremonies, while others do not. 
The president believes the lack of 


uniformity and the large number of 
ceremonies conflict with Memorial 
Day for the Fallen. 

Another proposal from Beit 
Hanassi is to limit state dinners for 
foreign dignitaries to the 120-seat 
capacity of the Beil Hanassi hall. 
Several other countries limit parti- 
cipation of such state dinners. Be- 
cause of so many ministries and 
deputy ministers in the national uni- 
ty government. Herzog suggested 
thaf only Israeli counterparts of the 
foreign officials attending be invited. 

The largest most lavish, state din-- 
ner for a foreign leader in recent 
years, was for French President 
Francois Mitterrand, which filled the 
Knesset's Chagall Hall. 


Refineries must U9e 
low-sulnhur fuel

Banks to be open today, 
but some disruptions likely

TEL AVIV. - Bank employees are 
to return to work today, but in some 
branches service may be disrupted, 
bank workers representative Elkana 
Lewkowitz said last night. The Jeru- 
salem Post has learned that the dis- 
ruptions are expected in Bank 
Leumi branches. 

All of the major banks, with the 
exception of Bank Hapoalim and 
Bank Mizrahi, were dosed yester- 
day by a one-day warning strike to 
dramatize the employees’ demands 
for compensation for wage erosion. 

The strike led to the closure of the 


Tel Aviv Stock Exchange. 

The bank employees will now wail 
for managements to open negotia- 
tions on their demands. Lewkowitz 
said. He added that the employees 
have not derided what further steps 
to take if negotiations do not begin. 

Themnployees maintain that their 
wages have been eroded by up to 50 
per cent in the past year. They place 
most of the blame on the Histadrut. 
which, they say. failed to open nego- 
tiations with the Coordinatfng 
Bureau of Economic Organizations 
(CBEO), representing the em- 
ployers over wage compensation.

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Good economic start for Reagan 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Weal- 
thy Republicans shrugged off sub- 
zero temperatures and partied into 
the small hours yesterday to cele- 
brate (our more years of President 
Ronald Reagan — who rewarded 
them with hints of more economic 
good news to come. 

During flying visits to 10 inaugural 
balls late Monday night, Reagan 
reminded throngs of supporters in 
shimmering gowns and tuxedos that 
his second term got under way Sun- . 
day buoyed by a massive surge on 
WaD Street. 

And he said more good news was 
on the way. To loud cheers from a 
crowd in the Kennedy Centre, he 
said economic figures due out soon 
would in one case give the best news 
since 1967, and in the other set a 
post-1951 record. 

Within hours, the U.S. govern- 
ment announced that the economy 
grew 6.8 per cent last year, the 
biggest increase in 33 years. 


The Commerce Department said 
its latest data revealed that the 
inflation-adjusted gross national 
product grew at an annual rate of 3.9 
per cent in the fourth quarter of 
1984, instead of the 2.8 per cent 
estimated earlier. 

In the same report, the Commerce 
Department said the inflation rate in 
the fourth quarter was only 2.4 per 
cent, the lowest quarterly annual 
inflation rate since 1967. 

Over 1984 as a whole, the inflation 
rate was only 3.7 per cent, a fraction 
lower than a rate of 3.8 per cent in 
1983. 

Reagan spent the first day of his 
second term tackling the issue of 
U.S.-Soviet arms control with his 
top arms advisers. 

Reagan, who pledged in his inau- 
gural address Monday to work with 
Moscow for arms cuts, was holding 
talks with the three chief negotiators 
of his new arms control team as well 
as Secretary of State George Shultz. 


Defence Secretary Caspar Weinber- 
ger and National Security Adviser 
Robert McFarlane. 

Washington and Moscow 
announced two weeks ago that arms 
negotiations broke off by the Soviets 
14 months ago would resume under 
three topics: space weapons, long- 
range and intermediate weaponry. 
A date and place bas yet to be set. 

Reagan said in his inaugural 
address that he hoped the new talks 
with the Soviet Union would lead to 
agreement '‘on a formula for ridding 
the world of the threat of nuclear 
war.” 

The Soviet Union wasted no time 
in criticizing Reagan's inaugural 
speech yesterday with a scornful 
attack on bis administration's- arms 
control record. 

The state news agency Tass said 
the U.S. spurred on the arms race 
during Reagan's first four-year term 
while his domestic policies had 
worsened social conflict. 


Afghan guerrillas attack during snowstorm 


NEW DELHI (AP). - As many as 
10,000 Soviet troops were rushed to 
eastern Afghanistan last week to 
combat mounting guerrilla attacks, 
western diplomatic sources re- 
ported. 

A Soviet division of 5,000 to 
10,000 troops was sent to Paktiya 
province, bordering Pakistan, on 
Januazy 15 to counter heavy attacks 
by anti-Marxist guerrillas, said the 
diplomats. 

There were no immediate details 
of the rebel attacks. 


Twelve helicopters, meanwhile, 
were reportedly destroyed by Isla- 
mic rebels on January 17 at a Soviet 
airbase northwest of Kabul, the 
capital, the diplomats said. 

Taking advantage of a snowstorm, 
the guerrillas staged a daring day- 
light attack on the Bagraam airbase 
and destroyed the* helicopters 
grounded because of bad weather, 
said the diplomats, whose reports 
could not be confirmed indepen- 
dently. 


A large convoy of around 70 
armoured personnel carriers with at 
least 700 soldiers was seen moving 
toward eastern Nangarhar district on 
January 13. the diplomats reported. 

According to an earlier report, the 
5Sth Afghan brigade is under guer- 
rilla siege in Paktia province town of 
Barkot despite Soviet offensives to 
dislodge the insurgents. The di- 
plomatic report said the Soviets still 
were not able to supply the regiment 
with arms because it is surrounded 
by Mujahedeen rebels.

LONDON (Reuter). - Former 
Ugandan president and rebel leader 
Yusuf Lule. who led his country for 
68 days after the overthrow of dicta- 
tor Idi Amin in 1979, bas died in 
London, a hospital spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Lule. who had lived in exile in 
Britain since his own overthrow, was 
chairman of the National Resistance 
Anny. guerrilla opponents of the 
government of President Milton 
Obote. 

A spokesman for Hammersmith 
Hospital said he died of a heart 
attack late Monday, a day after 
undergoing minor surgery for a blad- 
der problem. He was 72. 



Khmer Rouge strike Vietnamese again 


ARANYAPRAATHET, Thailand 
(AP). - The Khmer Rouge, trying to 
stop Hanoi from massing forces 
close to guerrilla strongholds in the 
Phnom Malai hills, resumed an 
attack yesterday on a key Viet- 
namese base, Thai military officers 
said. 

Officers at this key border town 
also said guerrillas of another Kam- 
puchean resistance group, the 
Khmer People’s National Liberation 
Front, struck Vietnamese posts 
along a major supply route in north- 


western Kampuchea on Monday. 

The front claimed to have killed 10 
to 15 Vietnamese soldiers and 
wounded 20 others in the early 
morning attacks along the national 
highway from Poipet to Sisophon. 

Thai officers said the guerrillas 
also reported destroying a Viet- 
namese 122 mm. artillery piece. 

Poipet, just southeast of here and 
Sisophon 48 kilometres away, are 
used by the Vietnamese for opera- 
tions against resistance bases on the 
Thai-Kampuchean border. 


West Berlin bank 
is firebombed 

BERLIN (AP). - Assailants fire- 
bombed one bank in West Berlin 
and smashed large windows in three 
others eariv yesterday, police re- 
ported. 

Police declined to speculate 
whether the attacks were related to 
weekend violence across West Ger- 
many by supporters of the left-wing 
terrorist Red Army Faction, origi- 
nally known as the Baader-Meinhof 
gang. 

Firemen doused the blaze in the 
firebombed bank in West Berlin's 
Marienfelde district before it caused 
major damage, a police statement 
said. 

Front windows of two banks in the 
Grunewald district and one bank in 
the Templehof district were shat- 
tered in die other incidents, the 
statement said. 

In the most serious incident over 
the weekend, a 28-year-old con- 
victed terrorist was killed' Sunday 
when the bomb he was transporting 
in a baby carriage exploded - pre- 
maturely in Stuttgart, wrecking a 
computer centre. His 23-year-old 
woman accomplice was severely in- 
jured and arrested, police said.

Countdown begins for secret shuttle 


HOUSTON, Texas (Reuter). - The space shuttle Dis- 
covery yesterday entered the final 24 hours of the 
countdown for a secret military mission which defence 
experts say will deploy a spy satellite to intercept 
electronic signals from the Soviet Union. 

“The countdown leading up to the' launch is now in 
progress and is continuing smoothly at this time," a U.S. 
space agency spokeswoman said. Five military astro- 
nauts will blast off this afternoon from Cape Canaveral, 
Florida. 

The Air Force has kept secret the exact launch time 
and the duratiouof the mission, saying only that liftoff is 
scheduled between 1:15 and 4:15 p.ra. 

However, an intelligence expert said earlier this 
month that Discovery would deploy the first in a new 
series of satellites which will boost U.S. ability to 
monitor Soviet compliance with arms agreements. 

John Pike of the Federation of American Scientists 


said the signal intelligence (Sigint) satellite would inter- 
cept Soviet telemetry, radio broadcasts and radar sig- 
nals. 

A later mission would deploy an Ikon satellite which 
can take minutely detailed photographs, even at night, 
he added. 

“Sigint will have perhaps two to three times the 
gathering ability of current electronic satellites and Ikon 
will allow us to keep almost a constant watch on the 
movement of Soviet mobile missile launchers." he said. 

The Pentagon has declined to comment on the main 
objective of the mission, and expressed outrage last 
month when the Washington Post said it was intended to 
launch a satellite which will eavesdrop on electronic 
signals from the Soviet Union. 

Defence Secretary Caspar Weinberger accused the 
newspaper of “journalistic irresponsibility" and charged 
that the story contained “typical, usual inaccuracies." 


Arctic weather kills 
100 in Eastern U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP). - A massive 
block of Arctic cold already blamed 
for at least 101 deaths, boxed in the 
eastern third of the nation yesterday 
after freezing Florida oranges as 
bard as baseballs, pushing the mer- 
cury to record lows and playing a 
role in the collision of two commuter 
trains in Indiana. 

Snow emergencies were declared 
in several Ohio counties and in the 
Buffalo, New York. area. G us ting 
winds made many roads impassable. 
In Buffalo. 69 centimetres of snow 
was on the ground or blowing 
around yesterday. 

Fanners in Florida, Georgia. 
Texas and Louisiana feared for their 
crops. Officials in Florida expected 
“significant" losses from the bitter 
cold, that has chilled the east since 
the' weekend. 

In Philadelphia, Mayor Wilson . 


Goode ordered police to take any 
homeless people on the streets dur- 
ing the evening to shelters. 

Many utilities strained under an 
increasing load and tens of 
thousands of people lost power tem- 
porarily on Monday in at least 10 
states from Michigan to Alabama. 

More than 80 records were set 
Monday In the southeast and east for 
the coldest temperature for the date. 
Twenty of those were also the col- 
dest temperatures ever recorded, in- 
cluding -20C. in Athens, Georgia. 

The cold, was blamed for the crash 
of two commuter trains in Gary, 
Indiana, on Monday evening, injur- 
ing 129. none seriously. 

In addition to the 101 who died in 
the eastern half of the nation, 
weather-related deaths in the West 
included three in Washington and 
one each in Colorado and Utah. 


Kanaks demand release of 
all political prisoners 


NOUMEA. New Caledonia (AP). - 
French security forces mounted a 
series of operations yesterday to 
round up militants suspected of tor- 
ching the homes of European set- 
tlers. and the Kanak Socialist 
National Liberation Front (FLNKS) 
demanded the release of all political 
prisoners. 

The French High Commission 
announced that units of the Garde 
Mobile bad arrested four unidenti- 
fied men from the tribal reserves at 
Baco and Tioue near Kone on the 
west coast. Foifr Melanesian natives 
or Kanaks were charged with arson 
following the burning of slx houses 
and three businesses in the area in 
recent weeks, police said. 

Several stolen vehicles and some 
looted goods were recovered. 

A security sweep was also 


mounted around the east coast min- 
ing town of Thio , but no arrests were 
made, police said. 

The front, which claims to repre- 
sent most of the native Melanesians, 
is demanding independence from 
France. Independence is opposed by 
most of the Europeans, Polynesians 
and Asians who make up 57 per cent 
of the island's 150,000 people. 

Twenty people have been killed in 
political violence since mid- 
November. 

The front issued a statement 
yesterday saying it would not allow 
the nickel miae at Thio to be 
reopened until more than 90 impris- 
oned front militants are released by 
French authorities. 

The demand came after officials of 
the state-owned nickel mine com- 
pany said the Thio min e could be 
reopened soon. 


Iraqis raid tugboat in Gulf 


MANAMA, Bahrain (A*P). - Iraqi 
warplanes raided a Dutch-owned 
salvage tugboat in the Persian Gulf 
yesterday, marine shipping execu- 
tives here reported. 

They said the 347-ton Ribut sus- 
tained a missile hit which destroyed 
the accommodation quarters but 
“none of the 10-man Dutch crew was 
hurt.” 

The Ribut is one of an unspecified 
number of tugboats poised for sal- 
vage operation in the Gulf waters.. 

The Ribut. owned by the Dutch 
-company Wijsmuller,,- was raided 
“outside the Iraq-Iran war zone,” 
according to Maritime Salvage Com- 
pany radio monitors who pick up 
distress signals from stricken ships. 


The attack was the closest to Saudi 
mainland since May, and was carried 
out at midnight. 

Arab military analysts noted that 
the Iraqis were resorting to night 
raids against Gulf shipping for the 
first time since the outbreak of the 
war with Iran 52 months ago. 

The Iraqi military spokesman in 
Baghdad said two other “naval 
targets" were attacked in the Gulf 
waters, one on Monday and the 
second yesterday/. - 

But -Marine 'Salvage ; offices ia 
-Bahrain and Dubai, who watch etf- 
ery ripple in the Gulf sea lanes, said 
only the attack on the Ribnt was 
confirmed. 


Britain helps train 14 Arab armies

LONDON. - Britain helped train 
the armies of 14 Arab countries 
during 1984, according to govern- 
ment statistics released in Parlia- 
ment this week. This is an increase of 
three countries over 1983. The na- 
ture and level of training provided 
are being kept confidential. 

Despite the break in diplomatic 
relations with Libya over the embas- 
sy siege last April, that country is still 
included in (raining schemes though 


no new Libyan students were 
allowed in the UK after those herei 
were expelled. 

Other Arab countries that bene- 
fited from British training both years 
include Bahrain. Egypt, Iraq, Jor- 
dan, Kuwait. Lebanon, Libya, 
Oman. Qatar, Saudi Arabia, and the 
United Arab Emirates. They were 
joined last year by military person- 
nel from Algeria. Tunisia and Ye- 
men. 

Britain also sent members of its 
armed forces to seven Arab coun- 
tries last year. 


Soviets urged to fry former Nazi guard 


NEW YORK (JTA). - The Holo- 
caust Survivors Association has de- 
manded that the Soviet Union set a 
date for the trial of Feodor 
Fedorenko, a former SS guard at the 
German death camp at Treblinka. 
Poland. 

Fedorenko was deported by the 


U.S. to the Soviet Union last month, 
culminating a seven-year effort by 
the Justice Department. In a court 
decision upheld by the U.S. Sup- 
reme Court, Fedorenko was found 
to have participated in the persecu- 
tion of Jewish inmates at Treblinka, 
where some 900.000 Jews perished.

Young British prisoners 
get wall-climbing lessons 

LONDON (Reuter).-A young pris- 
oner training scheme is crying to 
instil confidence by giving instruc- 
tion in wall climbing, and one mem- 
ber of Parliament believes this could 
lead the youngsters to seek an hon- 
ours degree by escaping. 

The programme is conducted on a 
specially bnfit artificial rock surface 
ax a centre near Aylesbury in south- 
east England. The government has 
said the scheme is aimed at instilling 
the young prisoners with self- 
discipline and confidence. 

But Member of Parliament Colin 
Fox called on the government 
yesterday to halt the programme, 
saying it was “tuition on how to 
escape in five easy lessons, and all by 
courtesy of Her Majesty’s govern- 
ment." 

Man sues woman for 
giving birth to girl 

TAIPEI (Reuter). -*A Taiwanese 
man who paid a woman $30,000 to 
have a son for him sued her for giving 
birth to a girl, a court official said 
yesterday. 

The official said the man said be 
signed a five-year co n tract with the 
21-year-old woman, who was not 
identified, to bear a son for him. 

But the woman said sbe did not 
want to try again because he began 
beating her after their daughter was 
bom a month ago. 

The court dismissed the suit and 
nullified the contract, the official 
said.

‘‘Everything in Netanya has 
' changed for the better in the past 
week,” the observant (in every 
; sense) Rabbi Lau told TheJeursalem 
Post recently. 

Happy, too, at the surprising turn 
of events are the dub officials, the 
supporters of Maceabi Netanya, the 
players, families who previously split 
. up on Saturdays, and the Orthodox 
community, who now have Shabbat 
l serenity and not a few of whom also 
5 like to see a league football match 
-sometimes. 

. On the first Friday of the experi- 
ment, Maccabi Netanya beat Hapoel 
Lod 6:0. “This is the biggest win of 
any team this season," Rabbi Lau 
reminded us. The second Friday, 
Maccabi Netanya beat Shimshon of 
Tel Aviv 2:0. 

It was the rabbi who pointed out 
that 5,000 spectators turned out for 
the game against Lod and a totally 
unexpected 8.000 for the Shimshon 
match. “They would have had 
maybe 1,000 on Shabbat for the Lod 
game and 2,000 for Shimshon. Don't 
forget neither Hapoel Lod or Shim- 
.shon have star players in their 
teams," the well-informed rabbi ex- 
plained. “Weather perAittine, 
they'll close the gates on a full house 
for the Friday game against Maccabi 
Haifa..." 

“It is a revolution that has come 
about by evolution." says Rabbi 
Lau. For the five years that he has 
been chief rabbi of Netanya, he has 
been preaching for Friday football. 


During the past five Koi Nidre 
nights, when the 3.000-seat Central 
Synagogue has been overflowing, 
and when the heads of Maccabi 
Netanya were among the VIPs pre- 
sent, Rabbi Lau has been socking it 
to them. "Stop this desecration of 
the Sabbath,” he demanded. 

The message has now got 
through, and the chairman of Mac- 
cabi Netanya, building contractor 
Yitzhak Land, presumably is satis- 
fied with the outcome, with the 
club's coffers filling by 10 million and 
20 million shekels at a time. “The 
best things that ever happened to 
Netanya are Maccabi Netanya and 
Rabbi Lau as our chief rabbi," an 
effusive chairman Land declared. 

In Petah Tikva and Lod they have 
started Friday football too. 

FOR RABBI LAU, the successful 
evolution has become a personal 
revolution. He is now being stopped 
in the streets by men and boys kis- 
sing his hands “for the blessings you 
have brought to Maccabi Netanya." 
He has become the city’s most popu- 


lar father figure since Oved Ben 
Ami, the former mayor. 

As the townfolk crowd around the 
tall, smiling Rabbi Landau in the 
main street the conversation is all 
football. “Why should Hapoel Lod 
lose 6:0?” the Rabbi asks with razor- 
sharp wit. “After all, they also play- 
ed on Friday." 

"No, no, rabbi," comes the chor- 
us, “they travelled to Lod after the 
game so they desecrated the Sab- 
bath. They deserved everything that 
was coming to them!” 

Rabbi Lau ponders the problem of 
the day Maccabi Netanya will lose a 
home game on Friday. “What will 
happen then?” he muses. 

The fact that teams from far away 
have to travel home after the game 
does not make Friday afternoon soc- 
cer the ideal solution from the point 
of view of the religiously observant. 
“But it is the best I can hope for 
now," Rabbi Lau says. If games 
were played on Saturday evenings, 
as MK Avraham Shapira of Agudat 
Yisrael has proposed, the supporters 
and players would be travelling to

Shapira has dropped the him that 
he would help find funds to pay for 
the installation of floodlights at sta- 
diums where Saturday night games 
take place. “That is not my style at 
all." Rabbi Lau says. “I don't buy 
religious observance. Persuasion is 
the key. not shiadlanui (pleading 
with the authorities). 

Rabbi Lau is fully aware that most 
of Israel is still on a six-dav work 
week. That leaves Saturday only for 
both 'rest and recreation/ But. he 
points out, many of the biggest en- 
terprises are already working a five- 
day week, and their employees are 
off on Fridays. He takes Britain as an 
example where with a two-day 
weekend, they choose to play foot- 


ball on Saturday, leaving Sunday as 
the day of rest." “So. shouldn't we. 
for whom the Sabbath is holy, do 
likewise?" the rabbi asks. 

ONCE THE derision was made by 
Maccabi Netanya to play on Friday. 
Rabbi Lau went along to see the 
players in training. "I had a heart-to- 
heart talk with the players and gave 
them encouragment,"' he says. 
They, like this reporter, were 
amazed by his knowledge of what 
goes on in football. 

“I want you to know that Moshe 
Gariani, who played in Brighton; 
David La vie. the country's leading 
goalscorer; and Yigal Menahem. the 
new striker, are all from Orthodox 
homes. Do you know that they lay 
tefillin." the rabbi informed us. 
When they took to playing profes- 
sional football they had an emotion- 


al conflict. The football ground won 
over the synagogue, but now David 
Lavie can do both and even go to a 
shiur on a Saturday afternoon. 

The same applies to thousands in 
Netanya. where Rabbi Lau esti- 
mates that 40 per cent of the popula- 
tion are observant. There are 22 
large religious schools in the city. 
Scanned by the TV' cameras last 
Friday were hundreds of spectators 
wearing kippot at the city stadium. 

Rabbi Lau has no illusions about 
the draw of football in Israel, as 
elsewhere. “In Netanya nothing 
seems more important than football. 
Maybe because Maccabi Netanya 
were the league champions." he 
observes. But that has very linle to 
do with sport, he adds. “Going to see 
a league match means ego and toto. 
not sport. Thousands are honking 
and hooting, shoving and shouting, 
while only 22 men are actively en- 
gaged in the game. Going to a foot- 
ball match means the release of base 
instincts, and I suppose it is better to 
let these aggressive impulses out 
there than in the street or else- 
where." the rabbi says. 

He is wholeheartedly for parti- 
cipation sport, and sidles up to his 
living room wall, crammed with reli- 
gious books, to pick out a volume of 
commentaries from Maimonides. In 
a jiffy he has found a quote from the 
Rambam - “he was a physician too" 
- on the health value of physical 
exercise. It is of greater value to 
exercise before a meagre meal thant 
to indulge in a most sumptuous feast 
without exercising before partaking 
of it. the Rambam wrote. 

Rabbi Lau enters into a pilpul on 
the importance of Friday, rather 
than Saturday, football. "There is no 


gieater public desecration of the 
Sabbath than league football. It can- 
not compare to the Hechal cinema in 
Petah Tikva. where 50 or I (10 people 
sit through a film in the dark. For a 
football match thousands travel in 
cars, buses and iorries to get to the 
ground. In Netanya. this happens ro 
be in the middle of the city. Hun- 
dreds of vendors are hawking their 
wares - pittas, peanuts, ice cream, 
drinks, with dim' money changing 
hands constantly, and the whole area 
round and about turns into a le van- 
tine market place. Orthodox fami- 
lies living in the neighbourhood real- 
ly suffered." Rabbi Lau says. 

Saturday sport also led to devious- 
ness. the rabbi found. “! know of a 
top Maccabi official whose children 
attend a religious school. He pre- 
tends he is going to see their grand- 
morher on Shabbat. when in fact he 
if off to a match. Boys from religious 
homes would find their way to the 
Netanya ground cm Saturdays, and 
once there would take off their skull 
caps. “That troubles me. for once 
they do that and see that the wrath of 
heaven is not falling upon them, they 
will not find it such a wrench to do 
the same thins elsewhere and drift 
out of the fold" of Orthodox Jewry." 
the rabbi says. Now a father can take 
his children openly to games, and 
also be in synagogue in time. 

"Now it is idyllic in Netanya on a 
Sabbath afternoon. The mad rush of 
vehicles is gone. Instead there is 
peace and serenity in the streets. 
Families do not go different ways: 
they walk together along the pave- 
ments and parks. And grandparents 
do really get a Shabbat visit," says 
the rabbi, who gives his blessings ro 
Maccabi Netanya. 


MIND OVER 
MATTER

“I WONDER what you’ll say to 
this." said an old friend, a bright and 
. well-balanced woman, a teacher and 
mother of three. “I’m learning a 
■method of coping with life, and of 
achieving nearly everything I want. 

I hear a lot of things that have 
no rational explanation, and I find 
that bard ro swallow. But the point is 
-it works. 

“You know I haven’t the time or 
y the money to waste," I said, when 
. she urged me to try the Silva Mind 
Control Method myself. 

“You’re an exhausting person to 
be with. You simply ooze tension,” 
my friend told me. More easygoing 
than I am. she was still under enough 
strain to make her go through a pack 
of cigarettes a day. 

Eventually she finished the 
course. "You know what?” she said, 
•Tve been off cigarettes for a fort- 
night!" 

I asked how she’d managed it, and 
she explained two basic concepts of 
.the method. In self-programming , 
the brain is treated as a computer 
which you can feed with whatever 
input you wish, such as a command 
lo stop smoking. The second concept 
is. energy. Everyone possesses a 
mine oruncxploited mental energy, 
and the course teaches you to use it,, 
both for your own benefit and 
others'. 

• When they learnt the technique 
which helped my friend give up 
smoking, the instructor told the 
group that their common mental 
energy could be channelled to prom- 
ote the fulfilment of each indi- 

. vidual’s wish. 

“What does your husband say?'* I 
asked, aware that he is even more of 
a rationalist than I am. To my sur- 

• prise. sbeTeplied triumphantly: “He 
can't challenge the method, because 

■^he’s used it to prevent an attack of 
migraine. 

• "There’s a course coming up in ' 
. Jerusalem." said my friend. “It’d be 

a shame if you missed this chance." 
So I went. 

THERE WERE some 40 of us at the 
first meeting, men and women in 
every line of work. Their ages were 
anywhere between 18 and 55. Some 
of them were religious. 

A course runs" to 10 three-hour 
meetings and costs $210. with the 
option of repealing it as many times 
as you like at no charge. The method 
taught is scientific, and has nothing 
to do with magic or mysticism. 

Wc were first confronted with a 
i drawing on the blackboard, showing 
(he brain’s states of activity: wake- 
fulness. pre-sleep, sleep, and pro- 
found sleep. These are known re- 
spectivelv as beta, alpha, della and 
theta, according to the frequency of 
the brain's electric waves, which can 
be measured by an instrument 
attached to the head and recorded in 
an encephalogram (EEG). Our in- 
structor explained that in a state of 
wakefulness, or beta, the frequency 
of the waves is 14-21, and in the 
alpha state ?- 14 cycles a second. 

. The Silva Min’d Control Method 

• teaches you to bring the waves in 
your brain to the alpha state, and to 

J activate vour mind in that state, thus 
using your unexploited energy re- 
sources. During the course you - are 
presented with points of reference to 


help you get through to these re- 
sources. 

The very first technique learnt at 
the course, though, is physical re- 
laxation, which in itself has a 
tremendous effect on the way you 
feel, your mood and your health. 

People tend to think that what 
happens in their lives is determined 
by outward circumstances, which 
they themselves are helpless against, 
the instructor told me. That is a great 
mistake,' because the; 'opposite is 
true. Outside events largely depend 
on what you think, plan, and im- 
agine. The course provides you with 
tools for changing your faulty way of 
thinking and your entire attitude to 
life. 

The primary tool is a state called 
“dynamic ralaxation” or controlled 
mental activity while relaxing. This, 
the mind control method claims, 
helps you control your actions, your 
habits, your relations with your 
family and colleagues at work, and 
inevitably improves your life. Dyna- 
mic relaxation is learned at the first 
meeting and has a tranquillizing 
effect in itself. Needing a minimum 
of 15 minutes a day, it can be prac- 
tised on its own at home. 

The course consists of a series of 
techniques. There are techniques for 
eliminating headache; improving 
study results; curing insomnia, 
tobacco addiction and overeating. 
Like other skills, they require learn- 
ing and drill. 

THE THREE conditions for success 
are will, faith, and expectancy - and 
they are not as easy to comply with as 
they may seem. Expectancy, for ex- 
ample . can be affected for the worse 
by fear of disappointment, which is 
deeply ingrained in many of us. 

Although I have learnt to relax 
and a few weeks after finishing the 
course actually went off on a day’s 
outing for the first time in three 
years, my doubts haven't all been 
resolved. 1 can believe in self- 
programming techniques because I 
can explain them to myself as auto- 
suggestion or self-conditioning. All 
it needs is will and motivation, which 
exists, for instance, in the case of 
many smokers who are observant 
and can easily do without their 
cigarettes on Shabbat. 

rt f s a bit different when it comes to 
techniques for influencing others, 
and this is the area I found most 
problematic. (The method insists, 
incidentally, that it is impossible to 
exert a negative influence.) 

I listened attentively to the success 
stories reported by my fellow stu- 
dents at the course, but when I heard 
that mothers can influence their chil- 
dren through imaginary conversa- 
tions and solve their problems, I felt 
rather sceptical. 


A woman told of her 16-year-old 
daughter, who had been going to 
school with great reluctance. She 
decided to try the method. To her 
surprise, whe said, the girl left the 
house that same morning smiling 
and saying, “You know. Mummy. 
I’m so happy, we have such good 
teachers at school." 

I told this story to an artist friend, 
who has two children aged 6 and 8. 
To my surprise, she said, "So what? I 
often do it myself. Before waking the 
irids up in the morning, I tell them 
that they’re going to have a nice day; 
that they'll have fun at school, and 
that if they had a problem yesterday 
it’ll be gone.today. When they get up 
they’re relaxed and cheerful, and 
our household’s morning rush is a lot 
more peaceful, too.” 

This woman is one of the few 
people I know who respond to their 
intuition - which is just what the 
Silva method is out to teach. 

SO WHAT DOES the serious stu- 
dent derive from the course? 

A Jerusalem graduate: “My whole 
life has changed. I always used to 
take everything to heart. I'd feel the 
whole world was against me. I 
thought my bosses at the office 
didn't appreciate my work, so I gave 
up working entirely after my first 
child was born. 

A few months after finishing the 
course, I went and got a job again, 
this time as a saleswoman in a clothes 
store. Now I feel people think the 
world of me. I’ve also taken up my 
university studies again after a 10- 
yeargap. 

Has she had any success with in- 
fluencing others? 

Her two-year-old son. she said, 
had been burnt by scalding tea. She 
had placed her hand over the burn, 
and the child had stopped crying. 
Then she had entered the relaxation 
state, keeping her hand over the 
bum for another few minutes. When 
she removed it, there was no trace of 
injury, not even a red mark. 

She wasn't surprised, but I was, 
even though I had managed slightly 
to relieve my daughter's stomach 
ache when she bad intestinal flu. Or 
was it just coincidence? 

That’s precisely what the sceptics 
think, at leasr after their first few 
successes, the course instructor told 
us. 

Even after finding a parking place 
at Jerusalem's crowded Mabane 
Yehuda market five times in a row. 
I'm still not sure it wasn’t accidental. 
Perhaps believing in the method 
makes you more relaxed, and there- 
fore more likely to spot a parking 
place. But even I couldn’t explain 
Peter's story as a coincidence. 

A soldier in the air force, he 


attended the course in Jerusalem last 
September. Two or three weeks af- 
ter he graduated, his five-year-old 
brother came down with a bad attack 
of stomach-ache and diarrhea. The 
child was crying with pain, so Peter 
decided to try the placing-of-hands 
remedy. He passed his hand several 
times over the little boy’s stomache, 
and both the pain and diarrhea pas- 
sed. 

“My whole family," he says, 
“were absolutely stunned." Peter 
himself had been a tense person 
before the course and now is much 
more relaxed. Other graduates tell 
similar stories. 

THE INVENTOR of the method is 
Jose Silva, a brain researcher and 
elecironics expert from Laredo, 
Texas, who initially started his re- 
search to help his children do better 
at school. 

Rejecting hypnosis as unsuitable, 
he discovered the use of the brain's 
low-frequency states. When his chil- 
dren began to get very good marks, 
friends and neighbours asked if he 
would teach their children, too. 
These beginnings led to the Laredo 
Mind Control Centre. . 

Today the method is taught in 61 
countries and in 16 languages, with 
over 4,000.000 graduates. 

In Israel, the courses are run by 
Tania and Moshe Lieberman and 
their sons Rafi, 24. and Gaby, 23. 
who immigrated from Argentina 
four years ago. 

Tania was a psychologist at a chil- 
dren’s clinic in Buenos Aires, and 
after meeting Silva through a mutual 
friend, decided to attend a course, 
together with her husband. She was 
prompted, among other things, by 
the desire to find a quicker way to 
treat her patients than the conven- 
tional methods. “I achieved my pur- 
pose,” she says. 

“At home, too, we applied the 
method to a great many things, such 
as planning our immigration to 
Israel, what we'd work at here, or 
what the boys would study." 

The Liebermans took a special 
course for instructors at Laredo and 
received the sole concession from 
the centre for teaching the method in 
Israel. For their first year and a half 
here they gave their courses in Span- 
ish, before switching to Hebrew. 

Although a certified instructor. 
Moshe is currently busy with the 
administrative side. A painter in his 
youth, he worked at X-ray photogra- 
phy and radiotherapy for a living, 
then switched to art photography. 

Rafi studies psychology and social 
sciences at Haifa University, and is 
doing research on the method's im- 
pact on the lives of course graduates 
as part of his studies. He also serves 
as personal adviser, free of charge, 
to graduates who have difficulty in 
applying what they have learnt at the 
course. 

Gaby has studied computer scien- 
ces at the Technion and is presently 
taking education at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity, as well as teaching the ‘ 
method at a special course for chil- 
dren. 

A “big brother" in the national 
project which aids fatherless chil- 
dren, be was named “outstanding 
mentor" and uses the mind control 
method in working with his 12-year- 


old "little brother." who has re- 
ceived nothing bui 10s and 9s at 
school ever since. Says Gaby: “Posi- 
tive thinking without strain can re- 
sult in the fulfilment of one's 
wishes.” 

"I was 18 when I came to Israel." 
he says. “I was doing a prep class for 
new immigrants at the Technion, 
and I was having a hard time with 
geometry. There was a lot I didn't 
understand, and I never seemed to 
have time to take notes. So at home I 
imagined myself sitting in class, 
understanding everything and con- 
centrating perfectly - and it work- 
ed.” He doesn't know exactly how. 
but “even if you don't know what 
electricity is. you can still use it.” 

What do children get out of the 
course? The tools for solving their 
own problems, say Gaby and Rivka 
Cohen. Some of the most common 
problems children have and can 
solve are lack of friends, learning 
difficulties, nail-biting, bed-wetting, 
anxiety, and lack of self-confidence. 
Courses for children are presently 
restricted to Tel Aviv, but can be set 
up anywhere else in the country on 
demand. 

One boy, aged nine, says: “I used 
tc do just average on tests before, 
and now 1 get straight IDs. The 
three-finger method (a very simple 
technique) helped a lot, and the 
relaxation makes me ease up.” 

A girl, 8 adds: “A few days ago I 
had to have an injection in hospital. I 
said: ‘It won't hurt - and it didn’t. 
Next day I had a test. I said: Til do 
well at ihe tesr. I did Jots of relaxa- 
tion. and I did the test very well.” 

I HAVE BEEN sleeping without 
pills since 1 finished the course. I 
even persuaded myself- in a state of 
relaxation, of course - that the 
heavens wouldn't fall if I abandoned 
this article for an evening and went 
to Tel Aviv for a graduates get- 
together. 

There were some 200 graduates at 
the meeting, and Tania asked for 
success stories. 

One man related that he had con- 
tracted a severe cold that wouldn’t 
go away. Eventually the doctor said 
he would have to undergo minor 
surgery to his nose. The man applied 
one of the method’s techniques for 
recovery, and after six days his nose 
and respiratory tracts had cleared 
and the cold was gone, to his doctor's 
utter amazement. 

A Tel Aviv woman told of her son 
who used to be all nerves during 
examinations. One day. deciding to 
■help him. she asked what time the 
examination was. and learned it was 
at 11 o'clock. Two hours later, the 
phone rang; it was her son. to say 
that everything had gone just fine. 

Now she starts “planning’' 24 
hours before an examination, and 
her son is calm and successful. When 
asked what she does, she replied that 
she imagines him sitting and writing 
the correct answers. 

Faith and expectancy are, ii 
seems, essential to the Silva method. 
It strikes me that whatever lingering 
doubts I still have are due to the fact 
that I haven’t yet mastered “positive 
thinking” - which means, in effect, 
believing and expecting that what 
you really want, you are bound to 
get.

THE SOUND OF CHOIR; Jerusalem Chamber 
of the Jerusalem Academy of Music. Stanley 
Sperber conducting, with A dins Har-Oz, harp; 
Mkhaei Croitorn Weismnu. cello; Raymond 
Goldstein, organ (Tel Aviv Museum, January 
15). Works by Hassler, Shein. Fame, Avid. 
Holst, J.S. Bach. Britten. 

THOUGH Stanley Sperber pre- 
sented an interesting programme, 
the concert nevertheless was far 
from stimulating. As for the per- 
formance. few good things can be 
said; the choir actually manifested 
only one really positive aspect, its 
pleasant and mellow sonorities. 
What we missed was interpretative 
variety and character, modulation of 
sound, imagination, personality. 

Hassler’s Jubilate Deo was parti- 
cularly pale in colour, and in 
Schein’s Da Jakob Vollendei Hatte. 
some intonations came precariously 
close to confusion. Faun? provided, 
fortunately, some joy for a while. It 
is an extremely beautiful piece, and 
with the addition of harp and organ, 
it emerged well-presented. Another 
surprise, both as composition and as 
performance, was Avni’s Lamdeni 
Elohni ( 1 983), which almost affected 
us as hearing a new Avni. A multi- 
tude .of independent polyphonic 
voices in ctiss-ctoss fashion within a 
relatively narrow range created the 
impression of a cluster in which lines 
and tones- continuously changed 
position. The piece sounded strange . 
as if coming from behind a veil. The 
performance seemed thoroughly 
prepared and did full justice to the 
composer. 

A really special case was the nexr 
number: Raymond Goldstein's 
Lecha Dodi. It is regrettable to have 
to resort to harsh words, but this was 
written in some horrible pseudo- 
synagogical style. The piece is such a 
terrible mess that Sperber should not 
have even considered it. Raymond 
Goldstein's accompaniment on the 
organ, not only in his own piece, but 
through the evening, could not have 
been worse. 

After Goldstein, some relief was 
provided by Holst's Two Psalms, the 
first of which is particularly beautiful 
and surprisingly contains some Helv 
rew motifs derived from cantillation. 


Bach's Motet No.6. Label den Herrtt 
allc Heiden. was given the most 
mechanical and dry performance 
possible. Our hopes that Sperber 
might perhaps be inspired by Brit- 
ten's fascinating Ceremony of Carols 
also remained unfulfilled. It was not 
a bad performance bul lacked 
charm, and Sperber did not succeed 
in creating the proper medieval 
atmosphere.

ONE EXPECTS an artist to know 
his capabilities and with what works, 
styles and composers he will be able 
to cope. Regrettably. Miss Rub did 
not seem to have weighed these 
issues seriously enough. To choose 
Bach’s Chromatic Fantasy and fol- 
low it with one of the most deman- 
ding works of piano literature. 
Brahms-Handel variations, meant 
more than overrating herself. 
Listening to these pieces left no 
doubt that both were far beyond her 
reach. 

In Bach, the fantasia remained 
flatly pinned-down, and the fugue 
never reached a real structural build 
up to the climax. .As forihe Brahms, 
there was little change in mood and 
spirit in the variations, and the real 
musical content remained un- 
touched. A performance of this 
monumental work should over- 
whelm. What Miss Rub gave us was 
a pale replica, which almost made us 
forget what she actually was playing. 

The Beethoven, on the other 
hand, was well -chosen and well- 
presented. This is one of the master's 
lighter works and its cheerful 
thoughts were indeed charmingly 
brought out. The Bartok was more 
or less satisfactory, though again we 
would have preferred something less 
demanding for closing this heavy 
programme. What impressed in the 
performance was her technical skill 
and the strongly fell rhythmical 
verve. To sum up: talent should be 
channelled with discrimination and 
exploited modestly.

Taking a critical look at high-tech

TEL AVIV. - Representatives of 
nine investment firms, eight from 
the U.S. and one from Canada, are 
now on an investigation tour of 
several outstanding Israeli high-tech 
industries, all of which have raised 
money in the U.S. in the past or plan 
to raise more in the future. 

Gordon Wolfe, president of Gor- 
don H. Wolfe & Co., of New York, 
said that: “We are looking at these 
plants in a most critical fashion - are 
they maintaining a high R & D 
performance, are they efficient, are 
their products in demand and do 
they have markets and promotional 
efforts in sufficient quantities?'' 

Wolfe is accompanied on this trip 
- he hopes to come every year in the 
future - by his partner and wife. 
Irma, and Philip Sard off. a senior 
vice president of his firm . Gordon H. 
Wolfe & Co. is a firm which provides 
financial publicity’ services that 
range from helping its clients to find 
investors to assisting them float 
stock issues in New York. 

The firm's Israeli diems include 
Teva Pharmaceuticals. Electronics 
Corporation of Israel and Scitex, all 
of which are traded over-the-counter 
in New York. Also included are 
American-Israeli Paper Mills and 
Laser Industries, which are traded 
on the American (not the New 
York) stock exchange. 

Elsdnt is the only firm on the New 
York Stock Exchange, while both 


Elron and Elbit are traded over-the- 
counter. Wolfe does not represent 
the latter three. 

“Nevertheless, we plan to visit 
these firms during our tour, at the 
request of our clients." he said. 

•. Wolfe said some of the repre- 
sentatives had already indicated 
their willingness to invest in new 
Israeli high-tech companies or to 
increase their investments in estab- 
lished concerns. 

So far. Wolfe notes that investing 
in Israel has had its advantages and 
disadvantages. “Since I have been 
active in the field, starting in 1977. 1 
believe that I have a good grasp of 
the situation." 

Today's disadvantage, the big dis- 
tance from the U.S-, scares off some 
investors, as do inflation and de- 
valuation. The advantages are high 
labour stability - in Silicon Valley in 
California the' turnover is about 40 
per cent - high, even excellent R & 
D reputations, and the fact that 
several companies are already recog- 
nized as international, rather than 
Israeli firms. These include Elscint. 
Scitex. and Electronics Corporation. 

The members of the group a re Richard Lilly, 
senior vice president and director of research. 
Raymond Janes Associates: Roy McKay, 
managing director and money manager.

TEL AVIV. - About SO per cent of 
all exports of Koor are concentrated 
in three areas, electronics, chemicals 
and metals, and most of these items 
are supplied by such firms as Tadir- 
an, Makhteshim-Agan and Soltam, 
it is announced. 

In a tentative summary of its acti- 
vities in 1984, Koor notes that its 
exports increased from $485 million 
in 1983 to $607m. in 1984. 

These three member firms also 
accounted for about two-thirds of all 
Koor sales on the local market. 

In all, Koor's sales stood at S1.96 
billion, about 6 percent more than in 
1983. As for the distribution of sales, 
the local market took about 
$l,135b„ about one per cent less 
than in 1983. This one per cent drop, 
plus all the growth in total sales. 
*ent for exports. But the: one .per 
cent drop in local sales yv$s not 
straight across the board. There 
were considerable drops in such 
items as building and construction 
materials, processed foods, and 
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equipment for industry. On the 
other hand, sales rose to the Ministry 
of Defence, in telecommunications, 
and in agricultural equipment. 

Koortrade, which is the sales arm 
of Koor. (it exports Koor products, 
but not all of them, and it also 
handles the products of other firms) 
increased its exports by 14 per cent in 
1984, to stand at $246m. There was a 
drop in exports to Europe and Afri- 
ca, and an increase in sales to the 
U.S. - which reached 5117m. in 
1984, almost half of all of Koor- 
trade’s exports.

EL A1 pressured into flying 
holders of Maof subscriptions

TEL AVTV. - Holders of Maof 
subscriptions will be able to fly El A1 
at reduced prices to several Euro- 
pean cities, the Transport Ministry 
announced yesterday. 

The agreement which Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu forced upon 
state-owned El A1 is designed to help 
the 7,000 to 8.000 people who purch- 
ased Maof subscriptions before the 
privately-owned charter company 
went bankrupt on November 2, 1984. 

The agreement provides that for 
$155 to $165 - depending on the 
destination - El AJ will fly these 
people to Munich, Zurich. Frank- 
furt, Cologne or Paris. Maof had 
served these - or some nearby - 
destinations. 

The deal still leaves the subscrip- 
tion holders with a loss. The sub- 
scriptions cost $288 to $323. so. the" 
total outlay for the trip abroad will 
be higher than if they bad just 
bought an El A1 ticket for about 
$280. 

The offer will be open until April 5 


this year and from November 11, 
1985 to February 27. 1986. 

People wishing to fly this winter 
must make arrangements before 
February 25, the ministry said. 

All users will bave to prove they 
had bought the subscription tickets 
before the company went bankrupt. 
This is to prevent agents who have a 
stock of such tickets from selling 
them under-the-counter at reduced 
rates.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
soaring dollar is starting to worry 
some Americans in government and 
industry as the impact of its formid- 
able advance bites deeply into ex- 
ports and upsets relations with prin- 
cipal allies. 

This concern has been slow to 
emerge, even though the dollar's 
value has been on the rise ever since 
President Reagan took office in 
1981. It is now some 30 per cent 
above its average value in 1980/82 
and is worth about 3.16 German 
marks. 

Despite concern in some quarters 
of the administration and in some 
sectors of corporate America, fore- 
ign exchange dealers still report a 
seemingly insatiable appetite for 
U.S. financial assets as the Amer- 
ican economy continues to grow 
strongly. 

And' there are few signs that the 
average American who does not 
work for an export industry and 
whose livelihood is not threatened 
by cheap foreign imports cares a jot. 

But in many parts of the industrial 
and farmbelt Midwest, the powerful 
dollar has become a villain who 
steals jobs and depresses form in- 
come through lower prices. 

“The U.S. trade deficit has cost 
more than two milli on of our coun- 
try’s best jobs since 1980." Lee Mor- 
gan, chairman of export-oriented 
Caterpillar Tractor Company, said 
recently. 

The trade deficit, now a staggering 
$130 billion and likely to rise even 
more this year, largely reflects the 
impact of the mighty dollar as it 
cheapens imports and prices Amer- 
ican exports out of foreign markets. 

“The impact of the trade deficit 
could easily double during the rest of 
this decade if there's no change in 
policies and trends," said Morgan, 
whose firm is based in Peoria, Illi- 
nois. 

The economy of Illinois, for years 
one of the top three exporting states , 
contracted 10 percent in 1983 largely 
as a result of sagging export trade.

In fuel cell plants, electricity is 
generated in an electro-chemical 
reaction between hydrogen, ex- 
tracted from natural gas and other 
sources, and oxygen in the air. 
Generated electricity can also be 
stored in these plants, just like in 
batteries. 

Toshiba's joint venture, to be 
.named International Fuel Cells 
Corp., will be established next 
month in South Windsor, Connecti- 
cut, and will have an initial work- 
force of 560 employees. The joint 
venture, to be equally owned by the 
partners, will be capitalized at $8 
million. 

The company plans to develop by 
1989 a fuel cell power plant capable 
of generating 11,000 kilowatts of 
electricity. By 1992, the new com- 
pany will produce 20 such plants for 
sale. 

The two companies have jointly 
built an experimental 4,800-kilowatt 
fuel cell power plant outside Tokyo, 
which has been in operation since 
1982.

London Stock Exchange hits new record 


LONDON (AP). - The London 
Stock Exchange soared to a record 
high yesterday, with major U.S. 
buying reported. 

Near the close, the 30-share, 
Financial Times Index reached an 
all-time high of 1022.8, up 18.9 
points from Monday’s finish, 
although it later eased to 1022.3, up 
18.4. 

The index broke through the 1 ,000 
barrier for the first time last Friday , 
closing at 1.004.4. 


The market was initially marked 
up yesterday on the strength of Wall 
Street’s 34-poinf rise Monday. Ac- 
tive U.S. buying of favourite British 
stocks, a strengthening of sterling 
.and a better tone in oils fuelled the 
uptrend, although it faltered 
momentarily late in the morning. 

By late afternoon, industrial lead- 
ers were some 2 to as much as 10 or 
15 pence higher. But ICI soared by 
34 pence, Glaxo 35 and Blue Circle 
37. 


Price rises as Hungary cuts subsidies 


BUDAPEST (Reuter). - Hungary 
has announced heavy price rises for 
food, transport and home heating as 
part of a drive to remove subsidies 
and conserve energy. 

The official news agency MTI said 
milk went up by 27 per cent, to 7.60 
forints (15 cents) a litre from 6 
forints (12 cents). Sugar, cocoa and 
tinn ed vegetables increased by some 
15 per cent. 

Household fuel oil went up 30 per 
cent and electricity 18 per cent. 
Tram and Metro fares in Budapest, 
heavily subsidized, were doubled to 
2 forints (4 cents). 

Postal charges rose by 85 per cent 
and tickets for cinemas and theatres 
were up 15 per cent. 

The price rises are certain to meet 
criticism from those people within 
the Communist Party who are 
already concerned about inflation 
and the growing differences in living 
standards between rich and poor 
under Hungary’s economic reforms. 


The average monthly wage is 
5,000 forints ($100). 

But the authorities are deter- 
mined to remove subsidies as part of 
their reform policy of making prices 
and the market place more impor- 
tant in the economy. 

The price rises will save the gov- 
ernment 10 billion forints (£200 mil- 
lion) from this year's subsidies bill, 
which has been put at 55b. forints 
(Sl.lb.) Hungarian sources said. 
But they will also increase inflation, 
which was 8.3 per cent in 1984, by an 
expected three percentage points 
this year.

man Eli Hurvicz said that without a 
substantial, drop in interest rates, 
and otiier'incentives "that will help 
make manufacturing and exports 
profitable, there will be no new 
package deal." 

All sides to the talks are emphasiz- 
ing that the new deal will not mean a 
total freeze on prices. Currently the 
negotiators are talking a hour a price 
hike on non-subsidized items of ab- 
out 5 per cent per month. However, 
the manufacturers are anxious about 
the rising costs of raw material im- 
ports and are looking for ways to 
pass on at least some of those costs to 
the consumer. 

The countiv's biggest consumer is 
the government, which has frozen 
hundreds of projects and commit- 
ments made prior to the package 
deal. The metalworks, electrical and 
electronic division of Hurvitz' orga- 
nization were demanding yesterday 
that he not sign anything until the 
government agrees to thaw that ele- 
ment of the freeze. 

Eldad Bukspan, president of the 
Federation of the Self-Employed, 
cabled Peres and Moda'i. warning 
that if the self-employed are not 
included in the negotiations, his 
organization would recommend that 
its members refuse to cooperate with 
whatever deal is worked out.

team in Sidon. Abu Arida. who has 
since become the head of a Sunni 
Moslem militia. 

Abu Arida could have feared 
Saad s wanting to extract revenge 
against him for masterminding the 
1982 attempt to kill him, and there- 
fore could certainly have been impli- 
cated in the bombing. 

Evidence that Monday’s 1 00- 
kilogram car-bomb attack was car- 
ried out locally seems to be sup- 
ported since any outside groups 
wanting to kill Saad would have had 
to infiltrate 100kg. of explosives 
through closely watched and careful- 
ly patrolled access roads. 

But Abu Arida. despite convinc- 
ing reasons for his wanting Saad 
dead, is only one possibility. 

The bomb could have been 
planted by elements in Sidon who 
want to do all they can to prevent the 
Lebanese Army and Unifil from tak- 
ing over the area from the IDF in 
February. The Syrians have no in- 
, terest in Unifil’s deployment since 
this could only hamper the freedom 
of action of Syrian-backed reiection- 
ist Palestinians. Neither do the 
Shi'ite Amal or fundamentalist fac- 
tions want to have peacekeepers in 
their way. 

The Phalangists, who have a para- 
mount interest in maintaining con- 
trol of the Sidon-Zahle axis - making 
control of Sidon strategically essen- 
tial to them - could have had a hand 
in the attack, as could the city's 


militant Palestinians, who have no- 
thing to lose and everything to gain 
from a battle between’tbe Nasserists 
and the Arab militias under the 
command of Abu Arida. 

According to one senior analyst 
yesterday, the “microcosm" of the 
assassination attempt on Saad, says a 
lot about the macro-picture in south- 
ern Lebanon. It*s a case of “dog- 
eas-dog" and it's anyone's guess as 
to who is eating whom, he said. The 
incident was also the harbinger of 
what will precede and follow Israel's 
withdrawal, he said. "Things can 
only go from bad to worse.” 

Saad inherited leadership of the 
Nasserist organization from his 
father Maarouf, killed in murky cir- 
cumstances in 1975. 

The question now is where the 
reverberations from the bombing 
will end, and how much chaos will 
develop in its wake. None of the 
defence ex-perts yesterday had an 
answer to the question, claiming that 
the “situation was both fluid and 
explosive.” 

But wharever happens. The Jeru- 
salem Post was told, the LDF will 
leave Sidon and its environs on 
February 18. no matter what de- 
velops and regardless of the poten- 
tial bloodbath that could follow. 

“We have given the Lebanese and 
the UN five weeks notice of our 
intention to leave. Two weeks have 
passed and almost no real, tangible 
agreement on the future has been 
reached. The onus in on them.” The 
Post was told.

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Lebanon’s dilemma 


THE GROUND-RULES governing the Nakoura talks have 
changed drastically during the week that has elapsed since 
Israel decided to withdraw from Lebanon unilaterally, though 
in stages. 

As yesterday’s session clearly demonstrated, the Israeli 
negotiators are no longer attempting to reach an agreement 
with their Lebanese counterparts that will serve the interests of 
both sides: six weeks of fruitless discussions proved the futility 
of this effort. Instead they have served notice that Israel will do 
whatever it deems fit to protect the Galilee, and that the 
responsibility for what occurs in the area it is leaving will fall on 
Lebanon alone. 

It is the latter point that is now exercising the Lebanese. 
Despite their earlier empty rhetoric on the subject, they are far 
from confident that the Lebanese Army is in any shape to take 
over from the IDF. They realize that they will have no choice, if 
bloody chaos is to be averted, but to agree to a major role for 
Unifil in the area to be evacuated by Israel. 

The problem for the Lebanese is to package what essentially 
amounts to capitulation to the one demand Israel has been 
making since the Nakoura talks started early last November - 
the deployment of Unifil between the Awali and the Litani. 

In Israel's view this is particularly needed in order to 
minimize the danger of terrorist infiltration from the north in 
the direction of the Galilee *- and to protect the Palestinians in 
the refugee camps from slaughter a la Sabra and Shatilla at the 
hand of their Lebanese neighbours. It is not entirely surprising 
that support for this Israeli demand should have come, as it did 
last week, from Yasser Arafat in a letter by the PLO's 
permanent observer at the UN, Zehdi Tern, to Secretary- 
General Peres de Cuellar. 

The Lebanese would like their concession on this point to be 
perceived as a temporary arrangement, to which Beirut agreed 
in exchange for Israel’s consenting to present a detailed 
timetable of the IDFs planned withdrawal to the international 
border. They are, however, unlikely to get any such timetable - 
if for no other reason than that the national unity government 
would not endorse it. 

So far. the response of the Lebanese to their dilemma has 
expressed itself in the rantings of high Lebanese officials who 
blame Israel in advance for the communal strife that might 
follow the army's initial withdrawal scheduled for February 18. 
Thus when an anti-Israel S unni leader, Mustafa Saad, was 
gravely wounded while conferring with local Shi’ite chiefs in 
Sidon on Monday, the Lebanese premier, Rashid Karameh, 
promptly laid it at Israel’s door. And so did the Lebanese 
delegation at Nakoura yesterday. 

But as there is no chance that Israel will be swayed by such 
charges, the Lebanese will simply have to swallow their pride 
and bow to the inevitable - if they do not wish the southern part 
of their land to be tom to pieces from within. Some of their 
difficulty could be skirted by specifying that Unifil will remain 
in the area only until such time as the Lebanese Army is able to 
assume full and direct responsibility for polidng it. 

Needless to say, Israel's own interest lies not in keeping 
Unifil south of the Awali for all time, but in preserving the 
peace of Galilee by preventing a breakdown of law and order 
north of the border. Unifil’s role should indeed be sup- 
plemented by informal agreements between Israel and local 
forces, such as the Shi'ite Arnal militia. Such agreements could 
not be made before the government announced its irrevocable 
decision to pull out of Lebanon. 

A local force that owes its very existence to Israel is, of 
course, the South Lebanon Army under Gen. Antoine Lahad. 
The long-term future of the mainly Christian SLA is uncertain. 
But one thing is dear: so long as the services now rendered by 
Gen. Lahad cannot be performed by the Lebanese 
commander-in-chief, there, is no reason for the SLA to be 
disbanded.

12. Maarouf. 10. and Nadim. 1 - 
were moved by Red Cross ambu- 
lances from Sidon to the American 
University Hospital in Beirut for 
care. 

Final police tolls said that two 
people were killed and at least 30 
injured in the blast, including the 
Saad family. They said the car had 
been rigged with at least 100 kilo- 
grams of dynamite. 

The strike in the South also 
affected rhe Christian town of Jez- 
zine and a string of mainly Christian 
villages east of Sidon, eye-witnesses 
said. 

The attack on Saad, a symbol of 


anti-Israeli feeling here, recalled 
memories of the February 1975 
shooting of his father which touched 
off a decade of civil war. 

His father Maarouf led the popu- 
lar Nasserite Organization, which 
Saad now beads, until he was shot by 
an unknown gunman during a leftist 
demonstration in Sidon on February 
26, 1975. 

Saad, who was meeting Shi’ite 
leaders when the bomb went off. 
said recently that Sidon would stay 
peaceful as long as "those who came 
with the Israeli tanks withdraw.” a 
reference to pro-Israeli local militia- 
men in and round the city. (AP, 
Reuter)

that Israel’s plan was "not for a 
withdrawal but a redeployment of 
forces’* and that it was intended to 
"delude public opinion" and 
"evacuate a zone disturbing for the 
IDF because of the population de- 
nsity and increasing losses (caused 
by) the Lebanese opposition to the 
occupation.” 

Furthermore Israel had "declared 
its determination to keep the line it 
controls by means of local forces (the 
South Lebanon Army) receiving 
orders from the TDF," Haj stated. 

But, the general added that 
"Lebanon has undertaken to expand 
rhe UN forces’ role if Israel comes 
out with a detailed plan for the 
global withdrawal from Lebanon.” 

Israeli delegation spokesman 
Sgan-Aluf Yona Gazit seized on this 
last paragraph as a possible change 
of heart from the prior Lebanese 
refusal to expand Unifil’s mandate 
or to allow its movement north. 
Gazit termed this "not a concession 
but in their own best interest.” 

Shortly after the session started 
the Lebanese asked for time out for 
consultations, which lasted for an 
hour. During this time they 
apparently convinced themselves of 
Israel’s real intention to leave all of 
their country. Judging by the reac- 
tions of the Beirut journalists who 
cover the talks, this had not been 
accepted at face value before in 
■ Lebanon. 

The big question now seems to be 
whether titere will be enough time to 
work out the details of an orderly 
takeover by February 18. If such 
arrangements are not made, it is 
feared that Sidon may go up in 


flames as the various factions fight 
for domination. 

The Lebanese spokesman, Lt. 
Col. Bassam Saad, who got off the 
first shot in the spokesmen's duel 
yesterday, said that though Lebanon 
believed that Israel was intending 
only to redeploy. "We nevertheless 
accepted this as positive, because 
Gen. Gilboa said the IDF wants to 
hands over the area to the Lebanese 
Army iD coordination with Unifil. 

Saad had also discerned "a little 
step forward" in Israel's attitude and 
said Lebanon "in principle agreed to 
a Lebanese Army-Unifil” takeover 
from Israel, with details of the new 
size and mission of Unifil to be 
discussed. 

“I hope for a quick agreement on 
the Israeli withdrawal and a peaceful 
handover under the umbrella of Uni- 
fil,’’ he said. 


Gazit said "definite progress” was 
made during the day's talks. He said 
the Beirut government would today 
discuss "coordination for the orderly 
transfer of Sidon to the Lebanese 
Army and we hope, Unifil." 

The Lebanese delegation had 
‘‘welcomed our invitation" to the 
Lebanese Army to take over the 
area, and wouid apparently bring 
back "definite responses," Gazit 
said. It appeared to him that Beirut 
would accept a role for Unifil. 

He stressed that by February IS, 
the South Lebanon Army would also 
be out of the Sidon area "and we 
made it very clear that we would no 
longer be responsible there. It is our 
sincere hope that by then the trans- 
fer will have been completed and the 
Lebanese will have accepted respon- 
sibility," Gazit said. 


IN THE not-so-pristine world of 
aims sales, Israel is the one country 
continuously singled out for having 
“dirty hands.” Not long ago. the 
rumour mills had it that Jerusalem 
was selling weaponry to Iran, the 
anti-Semitic and anti-Israeli ful- 
minations of the Ayatollah 
Khomeni notwithstanding. The 
latest, although not unfamiliar, 
allegation is that Israel is playing 
proxy for the U-S. in Central Amer- 
ica. 

Looking at the inordinate media 
attention directed tpward Israel's 
alleged arms exports, one could con- 
clude there is an insatiable interest 
in this subject. What’s disturbing, 
however, is that most of the sources 
and criticism originate in countries 
whose own arms traffic is rarely 
given such close scrutiny. This 
smacks of hypocrisy. Worse, the 
fascination with Israel's arms deals 
suggests a new twist on the tattered 
theme of an international Jewish 
conspiracy with this version por- 
traying a “Zionist gun for hire.” 

If one were to believe everything 
said and written about Israel's arms 
exports, tbe Jewish state would rank 
alongside the U.S. and Soviet Union 
as one of the world's major weapons 
merchants. The truth is that Israel is 
a minor player in a trillion-dollar 
arms market. According to author- 
itative sources, including the U.S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency. Israel ranks far behind 
Great Britain, France and Italy in 
anns sales and, in fact, is not even 
among tbe top ten exporters. 
Sweden, the Netherlands and even 
neutral Switzerland all earn more as 
weapons exporters than does Israel. 

In choosing their customers the 
Western powers show little of the 
moral discrimination they so readily 
demand of Israel. Yet few of the 
transactions listed below were 
accompanied by the hue and cry now 
almost automatically associated with 
Israel's deals.

lear programme. 

□ Great Britain, during its war in 
the FalkJands. made a public issue 
about Israel selling arms to Argenti- 
na. What the British neglected to 
mention was that, until the Falk- 
lands crisis, Britain was a leading 
supplier of arms to Argentina. 

Last year the West recoiled at the 
news of Iraq's use of chemical 
weapons against Iran. But few com- 
mented or were visibly alarmed by 
the fact that these outlawed mate- 
rials were manufactured in (and pre- 


ITS TRUE that Israel has military 
ties with some nations not governed 
by the norms of Jeffersonian demo- 
cracy. But then which of the enlight- 
ened Western powers demands a 
clean bill of moral health as a prere- 
quisite for its own transactions? 
Israel’s case for selling arms is far 

more compelling than that of other 
nations. For most industrialized na- 
tions. arms sales constitute a lucra- 
tive source of surplus income. For 
Israel, military exports are a means 
of national survival. Three decades 
of war and the need to maintain an 
advantage over its well-financed and 
heavily-armed enemies furnish the 
context in which to view Israel’s 
defence programme. 

Another consideration is Israeli 
awareness that it can never afford to 
be totally dependent upon any fore- 
ign power for its defence needs. 
Twice, at critical junctures in its 
short history, Israel's major allies 
imposed an arms embargo against 
the Jewish state: first, by the U.S. in 
1948 and again by France in 1967. 
More recent reminders were pro- 
vided by tbe Reagan Administration 
which, in 1981. following the Israeli 
air strike against the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor, suspended the delivery of 
fighter planes to Jerusalem, and by 
the European Cbuncil, whose lead- 
ers at the Versailles summit of June 
1982 declared an embargo on all 
military shipments to Israel in re- 
sponse to Israel's attack against the 
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PLO in Lebanon. 

While Israel's arms programme is 
designed primarily to fulfill the 
needs of the Israeli Defence Forces, 
foreign exports help to sustain pro- 
duction lines, thereby assuring the 
capability to meet IDF requirements 
in time of national emergency. The 
revenue earned from overseas sales 
(estimated at SI billion last year) 
also helps absorb the burden of de- 
fence, providing a vital injection into 
Israel’s beleaguered economy. 
THERE CAN and should be legiti- 
mate debate over Israel's arms sales 
and security assistance programmes. 
But the foram for this debate is in 


Israel, where policy affecting the 
future of the Jewish state is made, 
and not in foreign capitals or pub- 
lications. where virtuous behatfnur 
is liberally preached. 

Unfortunately, military sales are a 
conventional, often important and 
thus widespread element of foreign 
policy. As long as this is the case, the 
preoccupation with the actions of 
one arms exporter - Israel - raises 
more questions about the motives of 
the critics than of the presumed fall 
from grace of the Jewish state.

2. Justifying: the arbitrary four- 
month closure of An-Najah gave the 
authorities a particularly bad image 
in the West, given its traditional 
attachment to academic freedom. 
This kind of report seems to say 
“even their best achievers are bent 
on harming us, so anything goes by 
way of stunting their achievements." 

Finally, is your reference to tbe 
absence of troops intended to be 
ironic or congratulatory? Of course, 
the military authorities knew well 
that foreign dignitaries and journal- 
ists would be present. Should one 
laugh at the transparency or weep at 
the hypocrisy when one knows that 
for the previous week, quasi-daily 
roadblocks had ringed the universi- 
ty, not to speak of the traditional 
checkpoint on the highway south of 
Nablus, or tbe dozens of daily sonic 
booms over the city. Even as I write, 
the streets of Nablus are again 
swarming with troops. 

There was, to be sure, clearly a 
political side to these academic cere- 
monies, and this was as follows; 
despite the harassment, beatings, 
arrests and deportations of numer- 
ous students and faculty, despite the 
denials of building permits and the 
orders to interrupt building work 
under way, the educational process 
at An-Najah has continued and will 
continue. The one live weapon at the 
disposal of Palestinians under 
occupation is education. And no 
degree of martial tactics and impe- 
rious orders can-hold it up.
